Candy and Edibles Containing Strych- 
nine Sent to Her California Home— 


Servant Made Seriously Ul 


San Francisco, Cal., May 9.—It was pub- 
licly learned for the first time today that an 
attempt was made to poison Alice McGowan, 
the novelist, a month ago in her home at 
Carmel by the Sea, California's colony of 
writers and artists. 

Marshmallows, mayonnaise, and chile con 
carne containing large quantities of strych- 
nine were sent to the home of Miss McGowan. 
She tasted the mayonnaise, found it bitter, 
and left it alone. . | 

Here Japanese servant ate some of the 
marshmallows and went into. convulsions. 
His life was saved by a narrow margin. 

Before the attempted poisoning there were 
more than half a dozen thefts, in which 
$2,000 worth of diamonds, large sums of 
money, and costly weering apparel disap- 
peared. A Servant was suspected and ar- 
rested. Miss McGowan interested herself in 
the prosecution of the servant.

Nevertheless the death of Conductor Laird 
has startled official Chicago to a realization 
that something must be done to prevent a 
useless toll of human life due to the common 
use of firearms. And the members of Con- 
ductor Laird’s family last night expressed 
the sentiment that if this is true they will 
feel he did not die in vain.

Tomorrow Ald. Willis O. Nance will intro- 


duce an ordinance in the city council cailcu- 
lated to reduce this useless sacrifice of human 
life. This ordinance will provide: 


One year in the bridewell, a fine of 
$200 or both for carrying a deadly 
weapon. 

Prohibition of the sale of firearms 
within the,city limits of Chicago; or 

Prohibi of the display, either in 
show windows, or in show cases, or 
public view, of firearms. 


Immediate Action Necessary, 

“What we should have is a state law pro- 
hibiting the sale of firearms and making the 
carrying of deadly weapons a penitentiary 
offense,”"’ Ald. Nance said. 

‘But in view of the fact that the legislature 
does not meet until next January and the 
ravage of firearms is becoming an epidemic, I 


| think immediate action on the part of the 


council is advisable. 

“I do not know whether we have the 
power to prohibit the sale of firearms, We 
might prohibit the sale of small arms. I be- 
lieve we can prohibit the display in pawn- 
shops and stores-—the ready lure to imag- 
inative youths—and I intend to cover that in 
my ordinance.” 


Mayor Orders Cleanup. 

Mayor Harrison ordered a cleanup of sa- 
loons and dives which harbor gunmen. 

“There are two or three saloons of this 
character now under close surveillance and 
some licenses probably will be revoked,’’ he 
said. 

“It ie almost impossible to get rid of the 
gunmen because the courts deal with them 
leniently and it is hard to make an ordinance 
stick. 

“ The only thing we can do is to keep ever- 
lastingly at it. I have instructed the police 
department to pay especial attention to the 
‘hangouts’ of this class of characters. 
Such places will have to go out of business.”’ 


Gleason Gives Views. 
Less paroling of known criminals, more 


Garrett's chief characteristics are said to 
be these: 

He looks enough like William J. Bryan 
to cause people on the street to stop and 
give him the “once over’’ and to wuon- 
der whether or not the secretary of state 
is in town. 

He is a “ southpaw,” and consistently 
has used a back action pen in perfecting 
the line of mortgages and securities, now 
said to be crooked, in negotiating the 
cash transactions for which he is now 
scught. 

He has not been highly regarded in finan- 
cial Chicago, except in the financial institu- 
tions now anxious to locate him. 

He has worked much of the territory 
tributary to Chicago. It is thought when 
the list of victims is completed it will in- 
clude numerous moneyed men in Illinois 

Iowa, Wisconsin, and Indiana. 

Everything from clam shells to ele- 
phants was in his line.

Lived at Hotel Plaza. 

The portly Mr. Garrett with his family 
lived at the Hotel Plaza. On Wednesday a 
representative of a Chicago bank telephoned 
the hotel and asked for him. 

“‘Mr. Garrett is not stopping here any 
more,’’ said the clerk. 

** Where is he?" 

“ We'd like to know.” 

Detectives went on the job at once. They 
seized everything in sight in the way of 
documents and papers in the offices at 1020 
Harris Trust and Savings Bank building, 
which had been occupied by Garrett until 
early that same Wednesday morning. 

Officials of the state banking department 
also evinced an interest in Garrett’s paper. 

The detectives found enough for a remnant 
sale. They located a secret door which Gar- 
rett had caused to be installed in his office 
suite. They looked carefully for a replica of 
the glass desk device introduced in the Chi- 
cago mortgage business by Peter Van Vlis- 
singen, now in the Joliet prison. 


Banks Properly Guarded. 

It is said proper precautions had been taken 
to protect the banks from all loss. 

This was said to be true particularly of the 
Drexel State bank of Chicago at Oakwood 
boulevard and Cottage Grove avenue. This 
bank, it is understood, as late as last Au- 
gust, carried $70,000 worth of paper nego- 
tiated by Garrett. The bank's officials 
caught wind of Garrett's maneuvers when 
his Colossal Rice Bros.’ circus wound up in 
the bankruptcy courts. 

As a result it is said the Drexel bank is 
protected against loss, and the paper 
charged to Garrett has been supplanted with 
good securities. The Lake and State Sav- 
ings bank at State and Lake streets, held a

* Our police bulletin every day shows men 
who have records as gunmen, burglars, con- 
fidence men, and the like are paroled,” the 
chief said. 

**I would like to see an anti-pistol toting 
law, such as West Virginia has, carrying a 
$50 fine and six monthsin jail A few years 
ago we had a law that madea permit from 
the city bureau of explosives necessary for 
the purchase of a revolver, but the hardware 
dealers beat us in court. 

“TI have instructed each captain to keep 
four men on the streets and in saloons and 
poolrooms ‘fanning,’ which, in police par- 
lance, means touching hip pockets. Since 
my force is cut to 500 men In civilian clothes 
we are handicapped and I notice that there 
is more shooting in the city than heretofore.” 


Schuettler Cites Remedy. 

First Deputy Schuettler insists personal 
pursuit of gunmen. alone cap lower the toll of 
Chicago's victims. 

* The idea of trying to stop the sale of guns 
by registering the purchager is absurd,” he 
said. “ It is too easy to send out of town for 
weapons. Take the case of the carbarn ban- 
dits. We found those boys had purchased 
their guns from a mail order concern. 

“The only way to get those fellows its to 
gend men around and ‘ frisk’ everybody. 
The gun carriers hang around in certain dis- 
tricts and we have had detectives out round- 
ing them up for some time.” 

Would Stop Manufacture. 

Chief Justice Olson of the Municipal court 
declared any remedy must start at the source 
—the manufacture of the weapons. 


“Gunes, especially revolvers, were made to 


kill men with—not elephants—and we must 
stop the manufacture of revolvers. It is 
ridiculous to try to catch gunmen in the 
act of carrying guns. 

“ Drastic national legislation reaching the 
distribution of guns at its source is the 
only way to keep people from carrying them. 

“When I was connected with the state's 
attorney's office I saw scores of indictments 
against good men with wives, good jobs, and 
blameless lives, who in a moment of anger 
or intoxication had shot and killed some 


|

Here Is Description. 
Here is a description of Mr. Garrett: 


Forty-six years old; weight, 275 
pounds; olive complexion; dark 
brown hair; slight limp; wears a 
broad brimmed western felt hat; 
double of Secretary of State Bryan. 
Mr. Garrett first came to Chicago, accord- 

ing to the best information obtainable, ip 
1901 as secretary-treasurer of the Elmore 
County Irrigated Farm association. Little 
is known of the company. His operations 
have centered in Chicago, but have included 
a great deal of the territory of the United 
States. 


Arrested Quietly in 1909. 

In 1900 Garrett was arrested in his offices, 
at that time at 115 Dearborn street (old num- 
ber), and quietly was taken to Boise City, 
Idaho, where he had been indicted by the 
federal grand jury on five charges of fraud- 
ulently obtaining from the government title 
to western lands. The government was un- 
able to obtain a conviction. 

In 1900 Garrett became manager of the 
Montana-Milwaukee Land company. The 
outcome of this venture is not known. An- 
other of his projects was the city of Moun- 
tain Home, which he says he built up from a 
village of 200 persons to a city of 2,800. An 
irrigation project capitalized at $1,000,000 
was the basis of his sales there. As he said, 
“The hand of God interfered. There was 
no rain and the project failed.” 


Bankruptcy of Circus, 

Garrett also was president of the Great 
Western Beet Sugar company out west. The 
venture for which he wes best known, how- 
ever, was the Rice Bros. Colossal Railroad 
show. 

The circus went into bankruptcy in Chi- 
cago on Oct, 2, 10913, leaving on the hands of 
the Central Trust company an elephant and 
a small menagerie. Garrett's pertner in the 


DEATH AND 
FOLLOW IN 
~ OF SICILIAN QUAKE 


Series of Temblors Sweaps 
Over Wide District Along 
East Coast of Island. 


KILLED MAY NUMBER 200 


Soldiers and Sailors Risk Lives in 
Attempting Rescues Among — 
the Ruins. 


QUEEN SEEKS 10 GO TO SCENE 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB)] 

ROME, May 9.—A series of sine WN 
rivaling in violence the disturbance which 
overwhelmed Messina and Calabria in 1908 
visited the east coast of Sicily last night 
and this morning. 

According to incomplete reports received 
here, there are between 100 and 200 persons 
dead as a result of the disturbance and more 
than 1,000 injured. ; 

A large section of the territory haa not 
been inspected and it is feared that weeks 
will pass before the full extent of the) dis- 
aster can be ascertained, as it is believed 
many peasants are buried under their homes 
in the isolated country districts. 


Wide District Is Wrecked. | 

The affected zone extends from Zaffarana, 
the highest village on Mount Etna, the 
sea between Aci Reale, on the south,/ and 
Giarre, on the north. It includes era, 
the center of the disturbance, Pisano, and 
Santa Venerina. 

In IAnera alone 110 persons were killed 
and 800 injured. Where Linera stood is a 
mass of ruins. Those houses which aid not 
collapse entirely were so broken as to em- 
phasize the completeness of the disaster. 
The: village’ consisted of e@bout 800 inhabi- 
tants. 

In the village of Bongiardo thirteen dead 
and twenty-seven injured have been taken 
from the ruins. 

At Cogsentini, sixteen were killed and many 
injured. These villages and many emailer 
Places were practically leveled. 

At Passopomo twelve persons were killed, 
at Malati, twelve; at Santa Veneri, six; 
Santa Tecla, two; Santa Maria Vergine, 
eight; Garbati, four. 


Fire Adds to Disaster. 

Refugees declare that the property loss is 
as great asin the Messina disaster. 

Railroad tracks were torn up, churches 
razed, houses shaken to ruin, and telegraph 
poles overturned over a radius of several 
miles around Catania. 

According to refugees, fire in some places 
completed the work of destruction and hin- 
dered the efforts of the rescuers. 

One of the evidences of the severity of the 
series of shocks is seen along the roadsides, 
where hundreds of telegraph poles were 
overturned. Half a mile of railroad track 
was turned topsy-turvy near the village of 
Mangano. 

At Catania the strongest shock lasted six 
seconds. The street railways were put out 
of service. The people rushed from the 
houses, shops, and cafés. Many of them 
jumped into boats and others crowded) into 
the squares. At the hospitals patients ran 
to the court yards imploring help. 


Natives Flee in Terror. 

Automobiles which made the trip today 
through the devastated region were often 
forced to make a long detour owing to the 
deep fissures across the road. The enormous 
force of the earthquake was evident every- 
where, and the entire district presented a 
spectacle of desolation, ruin, and death. 

Peasants rushed to meet the automobiles, 
imploring aid. From the débris agonizing 
cries could still be heard. Others asked that 
their injured relatives be transported to 
Catania, as all train service has been aban- 
doned owing to the collapse of bridges, bro- 
ken tracks, and obstructed tunnels. 

Near the central point of the disturbance 
dozens of bodies were observed lying along 
the road. Heart-rending lamentations arose 
on all sides, and the injured lay in the open 
awaiting assistance, which has been sent 
to them. 

Bear Relatives on Litters. 

Groups of refugees were frequently en- 
countered. Many of these were burdened 
with tmprovised litters made of branches of 
trees and brushes, on which they were carry- 
ing injured and dying relatives to the tem- 
porary surgical stations established by the 
surgeons and nurses. 

Many of the people, led by priests, formed 
processions and marched along, praying 
aloud. Numbers of women appeared al- 
most insane from terror. 

Prisoners in the jails mutinied and tried to 
escape, but the warders succeeded in restor- 
ing order. 


Many Pitiful Episodes Told. 

Many pitiful episodes are related by the 
survivors. At Bongiardo an old woman, the 
only surviver of a family of eighteen, re- 
entered a half wrecked house to search for 
her grand children. fhe returned with a lit- 
tle girl alive and persisted in tempting provi- 
dence by again rushing in. Almost imme- 
diately the house collapsed, burying her up 
der the wreckage. 

At Consentini, a young soldier who should 
have left Thursday on his return to Libya,

COURT ENJOINS 
‘SILENT’ PICKETS 


Judge Windes on Petition of 
Knab Issues Order Against 
Waitresses, 


SWEEPING IN ITS TERMS. 


* Silent picketing” yesterday was forbid- 
den the waitresses who have left the em- 
ployment of eorge Knab, propreitor of a 
series of lunchrooms and restaurants in the 
loop district. 

Judge Thomas G. Windes issued a sweeping 
injunction against the waitresses’ local union 
No. 484 and against it leaders. 


Inspired by “Stink Balls.” 

The injunction bill was in the nature of 
retaliation against the waitresses for the 
throwing of “ stink balls’’ into four of the 
restaurants, as disclosed in ‘yesterday's 
TRIBUNE. The waitresses’ union disclaimed 
responsibility for the acts. The court's 
order forbids: 

‘* Threatening or accosting tn a threaten- 
ing or insulting manner or insulting any em- 
ployés of the complainant, George Knab, by 
intimidation, insults, or threats, attempting 
to induce any employés to leave his employ, 
and from attempting by threats to induce or 
compel any person or corporation, with whom 
the complainant has a contract, to break 
such»Contract or to refuse to deliver to 
Knab’s place of business ice, milk, or other 
foodstuffs or supplies. 


Other Acts Forbidden. 

The strikers further are ordered to abstain 
from: “ Unlawfully hindering, obstructing, 
or interfering with the business of the com- 
plainant, George Knab, or his employés by 
any act of violence or intimidation, and from 
picketing or patrolling the street in front of 
or in alleys in the rear of the complainant's 
places of business, in such manner as to in- 
timidate, threaten, or coerce any person or 
persons from entering or who may desire 
to enter euch premises or leave the same in 
connection with patronizing the complainant, 
Knab, or for any lawful purpose whatever.”’ 

Miss Margaret Maloney, secretary of the 
union, declared that she had known nothing 
of any court action being intended until the 
order was served on the union. 

“I think we can picket,” said Miss Ma- 
loney. ‘‘I haven't seen our attorney, but I 
don’t think they can get by with this injunc- 
tion.” 


SEAT NEGROES; WHITES STAND; 
ROW AT MEMPHIS CONVENTION. 


Local Committee Angered Over Al- 
leged Breaking of Agreement by 
Southern Sociological Congress. 


Memphis, Tenn., May 9.—The race ques- 
tion cropped out today at the meeting here 
of the Southern Sociological congress and 
caused a split between officials of that organ- 
ization and the local committee on arrange- 
ments. 

The latter asserted the convention officials 
had agreed that if negro delegates were per- 
mitted to use a section of the convention hal] 
floor, only delegates would be allowed to oc- 
cupy seats. This agreement, they as- 
serted, was disregarded, negroes generally 
being given seats. On Friday night, whena 
joint session was held with the national con- 
ference of charities and corrections, scores 
of white delegates could not obtain seats, 
they declared. 

As a result of the clash the closing session 
of the sociological congress was held tonight 
at the First Methodist church intead of at 
the theater formerly used.

{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.) 

Vera Cruz, May 9.—Alfred J. Rorke, staff 
correspondent of the Central’ News of 
America, returned here today from Mexico 
City, where he went earlier in the week toe 
observe and report conditions fn the capital! 

Mr. Rorke left Vera Cruz !n company with 
Walter Whiffen, correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press, and Oliver Hueffer, representa- 
tive of the Daily Express of London. At 
Soledad they met Mr. Sutton, correspondent 
and photographer of the Washington Post, 
and the four continued their journey to 
Mexico City together. 

Immediately on the arrival of the party at 
Mexico City they were surrounded in the 
railroad station by a detachment of secrg@t. 
police and told that they must go to a polies 
station. They were placed in two carriages, 
Whiffen and Sutton in one and Rorke and 


in each carriage and an extra guard with a 
rifle across his knees sat on the box beside 
the driver. 

Search Men; Take Cameras. 

The prisoners were taken to the central 
police headquarters, where Whiffen and Sut- 
ton were searched. Whemcoples of the Mex- 
ican Herald were found in their traveling 
bags, one of the police officials said: 

“That sort of stuff doesn’t go here.” 

Cameras carried by Correepondent Suttos 
were confiscated. 

When it came the turn of Rorke ané Hueffer 
to be searched they produced British pase- 
ports. 
citizen. The guards took these passports te 
the chief official who was in charge of the 


headquarters. 


Britons Freed; Americans Held. 

After examining them the chief rebuked bie 
subordinates for having arrested Britisa 
subjects, saying: 

“ What do you mean by bringing these gem 
tlemen here? They are Englishmen.” 

The chief then apologized to Rorke and 
Hueffer for their arrest and told them they 
were at liberty. He added that Whiffen and 
Sutton, who were Americans, could not be 
allowed to depart. He then ordered that the 
two be locked up and they were taken from 
the room. 

Mr. Whiffen, before he left the room, askvé 
his British companions to inform the British 
and Brazilian ministers to Mexico of his ar- 
rest and detention. This they assured him 
they would do, promising that heaven and 
earth would be moved to obtain their imme- 
diate release. 

Prisoners Are Denied Aid. 

Rorke and Hueffer started at once to do ail 
that was possible to relieve their two com- 
panions. They found difficulties at every 
turn. They could find neither the British 
minister nor the Brazilian representative. 

Hoping that they might be permitted to 
talk to the two Americans by telephone and 
that they might be of service in at least as- 
suring their physical comfort, they called 
the central police headquarters at yarioug

Learns of New Insult to U. &. 

Mr. Rorke, while at the Brazilian legation 
in Mexico City, learned of a fresh outrage 
which the government of Huerta endeavored 
to perpetrate against the national honor of 
the United States. 

One member of the American legation who 
stayed in Mexico City went to the Brazilian 
legation when O'Shaughnessy and the others 
left, to assist the Brazilian minister in vari- 
ous ways in connection with his taking over 
of the duty of looking after American in- 
terests. This is a universal diplomatic pro- 
cedure, which is universally respected by 
civilized nations. 

On Thursday morning of this week police 
officials of Mexico City went to the Brazilian 
legation and demanded that the American 
be delivered up to them. The request was 
peremptorily refused by the Brazilian min- 
ister. The police persisted and the Brazilian 
minister sent for Sir Lionel Caréen, who im- 
mediately exerted pressure on the Huerta 
government. 

As a recult of the vigorous measure taken 
by Sir Lionel the police withdrew their re- 
quest that the American be surrendered to 
them. 

Offers to Aid American Girls. 

* On the way to Mexico City I met four 
American girls who had fied from Orizaba. 
In their flight they had been separated from 
their father and mother. Two of the giris 
were about 18 or 20 years old. Thetwo others 
were children. While I was giving some 
fruit to the children a Federal officer came 
up and said the girls must leave the train, 
as their mother and father had been ‘ de- 
tained.’ 

“TI told the girls I would help them if I 
could. They said their father was John Grif- 
fith, a locomotive engineer, formerly em- 

“ployed by the Mexican railroad. I got off 
the train with them and found myself in a 
group of several railway American men, 
named Stilwell, Shaw, Griffith, Dargett, 
Khron, Heath, and Cohen. 

“ A Federal officer brusquely asked me what 
business I had there. I showed by British 
passport bearing the British coat of arms, 
his majesty’s crest. Off came the officer's 
cap. He withdrew a step, drew his sword, 
and stood at salute. 


Told to Mind Own Business. 

“* Tell him not to worry,’ the officer said 
to me through an interpreter. I asked the 
interpreter to question the officer as to why 
American women were molested. 

“The interpreter said: ‘He humbly re- 
quests that you return to the train and 
that you make no attempt to interfere with 
the business of the republic.’ 

“ There was nothing for me to do but obey. 
I boarded the train. As it started away the 
American girls, standing on the station plat- 
form, bravely waved good by, asa guard of 
Officers and soldiers formed about them. 

“TI said as the train steamed away that I 
would send the story of their detention to 
their homeland, that the United States might 
help them. 

“ The impression I got during my stay tm 
Mexico City was that the capital was 
slumbering, but on the verge of a serious 
anti-foreign outbreak which might come at 
any moment. Many foreigners with whom 
I talked told me they did not expect to live 
if the worst comes.”’ 

“If you come to the capital with a rvic- 
torious army,” a German said, “ you wil) find 
only the bodies of foreign men and women.” 

“One foreigner said to me: ‘ What the 
American public should realize is that the 
great point in this whole situation is that 
while women are in the Interior they are tn 
danger of violation ané death.’” 


Says Americans Were Slain. 

BF. W. Coward, an ol] salesman and British- 
er, employed by the Waters-Pierce company 
fn the state of Chiapas, whom Rorke met fn 
Mexico City with his wife and three children, 
eli bound for Vera Cruz, said he was at Tuxla 
Q@uierrex on the day after the American 
forces occupied Vera Crus. The usual dodg- 
ers were circulated in the state calling on all 
patriots to rally to the national standard and 
arive out the gringos. 

* He saw areport,” Mr. Rorkesaid, “ which 
®ngMch Consul Brandt at San Pedro sent to 
British Consul Steveneon, at Tuxla Guier- 
rex. This report stated that when the news 
of the occupation of Vera Cruz reached San 
Pedro, rurales were sent to disarm six Amer- 
foan ranchers (two of them J. Smith and 
Peter Higginsberger) on the ground that it 
was the best meane to insure their protec 
tion. “The men were living together in a 
cluster of cottages. When they saw the 
rurales approaching they opened fire, think- 
ing the rurales bent on killing them. The 
rurales replied tothe fire. The conflict lasted 
a considerable time, during which time the 
gix Americans were killed. 

“ Coward added that Grace Jenkins, an 18 
gear old American girl, and her brother, 
Frank, aged 14, were with the Americans 
during the fighting and both were captured.

Pedro, being the only educated gir! there.”’ 


Offered to Slay Huerta. 

Rorke also told the following story: 

“Before going to Mexico City I had ar- 
ranged with a friend, who was in close 
touch with various political groups and had 
access to backstair official information, to 
meet me on the evéning of my arrival. This 
man naturally does not wish his identity 
disclosed, but he told me that he knew it to 
be a fact that one man had offered to assassi- 
mate President Huerta if $15,000 was settled 
on his wife, and six men were given him to 
act as interference when he was endeavor- 
ing to make a getaway after shooting down 
Huerta in a public café, which would be 


*“* The man said Huerta was not so much in 
fear of an uprising by the populace, as they 
were thoroughly cowed by Huerta and the

‘POWERS FORCE U.S. 
TO ACT IN MEXICO 


Wilson Moves When Europe 
Holds This Country Re- 
sponsible for Losses. 


TROOPS ARE HELD READY. 


Transports Chartered to Take 
Soldiers South for Ad- 
vance Inland. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 


Washington, D. C., May 9.—[Special.}]—Of 
far reaching importance is the notice served 
by foreign nations upon the United States 
that this government will beheld responsible 
for any outrages perpetrated upon thelr n1- 
tionals or for damage suffered by Buropean 
property as the result of gh Poutbreake in 
Mexico City. 

This notice ts forcing the administration's 
hand and compelling extensive preparations 
to rush troops to the Mexican capital. Itis 
also responsibie for representations intended 
to prevent the Constitutionalists from ioot- 
ing and ravishing in case they are able to 
overthrow Huerta. 

The president and Secretary Bryan rea.ize 
now, as they have not done hitherto ,that the 
powers have placed upon the shoulders of 
the United States the duty to see that the mil- 
itary operations in progress in the vicinity 
of Mexico City shall not lead to a carnival 
of crime. 


Still Rely on Mediation. 

Yet they are proceeding slowly, appre- 
hensive that anything they may do will de- 
stroy the faint hope of peace, through media~- 
tion, which they still entertain. 

The mediators, it developed today, are 
anxious that the break, if it come, shall come 
notin Washington, but at Niagara Fails. in 
other worcs, they want the representatives 
of the United States and Huerta to meet 
aud the onus of failure to rest upon the 
parties to the controversy. 

Carranza will not be represented, though 
a Pan-American diplomat suggested, in view 
of the attitude of the administration, that 
his interesis would be well taken care of by 
the United States. 


Division in the Cabinet. 

It is no secret that there is a serious split 
in the Wilson cabinet over the Mexican sit- 
uation. 

Secretaries Garrison and Lane are op- 
posed to the president's policy. Other mem- 
bers are inclined to agree with them. The 
President and Secretary Bryan are pulling 
back in the traces, anxious to make good 
on the statement both have expressed that 
there will be no war during their adminis- 
tration. 

But events are taking place which are 
forcing them to assume the position they 
dread. The representations of foreign am- 
bassadors, the slight chance there is of 
successful mediation, the landing of arms 
and ammunition to Puerto Mexico and 
Salina Cruz, the conditions at Tamp'ico— 
all these are operating to compel action by 
the White House and state department. 


Nine Steamers Chartered, 

It is with the greatest reluctance that the 
president is moving towards war. He au- 
thorized yesterday the secretary of war to 
charter nine steamers, the names of eight of 
which were made public today. The vessels 
are: 

At Galveston: Colorado, Ossabow, and Den- 
ver. 

At New York: Minnesotan, City of Mem- 
phis, and City of Macon. 

At Norfolk: Dorchester. 

In Caribbean sea: Kansas. 

The transports Meade, Sumner, and Mc- 
Clelland now are at Galveston. 

It will be several days before the two 
brigades at Texas City can be conveyed to 
Vera Cruz. This because of the delay in 
transforming the steamers chartered into 
transports. 


Wood Ready for Hard Task. 

Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood is remaining in 
Washington completing final preparation for 
the task which he will undertake. It will 
not be a day’s picnic by any means. Indeed, 
as a result of the time given the Mexicans, 
they have been destroying railroad tracks, 
bridges, and tunnels, and mounting great 
and small guns, and army strategists say it 
will take at least thirty days to arrive in 
the vicinity of Mexico City. 

The phrase “in the vicinity of” is used 
advisedly. The president’s plan does not 
contemplate the capture of the Federal capi- 
tal. 
This triumph he is reserving for the Con- 
stitutionalists. He merely wants to havea 
strong force at hand, the moral effect of 
which he believes will prevent looting and 


outrages. 


Insist Arms Were Landed. 

Secretary Bryan made public a dispatch 
today from Consul Gen. Rogers at Havana 
to the effect that the Hamburg-American 
line had instructed the Kronprinzessin Cecile 
and the Bavaria not to land the munitions of 
war they received in Europe at points where 
they could be transferred by Huerta to 
Mexico City. 

Secretary Bryan thereupon announced that 
the munitions would be returned te Ger- 
many. 

In spite of the secretary's statement, there 
is positive information in the possession of 
the administration that the munitions were 
landed at Puerto Mexico yesterday by the 
Cecile, and at the same time a Japanese 


steamer discharged a cargo of the same 
character at Salina Cruz.

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Nelson O’Shaughnessy Made Fine Record as Envoy.

ERA CRUZ, April 30—For the last 

ten months Nelgon O'Shaughnessy 

has held the most important job in 

the diplomatic service of the United 

States. He has been chargé d'affaires 
in Mexico, which means he has been steadily 
fingering the most inflamed spot in our for- 
eign relations. 

That he has showed well a truly amazing 
combination of cunning, courtesy, and calm 
is ‘evident not only from the grateful test!- 
mony of the American refugees now in Vera 
Cruz, but algo from his achievement in get- 
ting on comfortably with three successive 
Mexican governments, all bitterly antagonis- 
tic to each other, first with the old régime 
of Porfirio Diaz, then with the Madero revo- 
lutionists, who tried him out, then with the 
Huertistas, who turned Madero in—to his 
grave.

Undoubtedly if O'Shaughnessy had waited 
in Mexico City for the ultimate arrival of 
Gen. Villa he would have been teaching 
that eminent generalissimo the proper 
stance on the links of the Mexico club within 
a month. 

He is a pluperfect joliier, is Mr. Nelson 
O'Shaughnessy, but his work is artistic. He 
sits and smiles and blushesa trifle and shows 
white teeth like an embarrassed youth con- 
versing with a débutante. He breeds con- 
fidence easily. You tell him what you know 
and then he tells you what you know, and 
when you go you are impressed with his ex- 
ceptional penetration and hope to meet him 
again and have another talk about Mexico, 
He doesn't say anything in particular, buta 
whole lot in general, and says it charmingly. 
He makes the abstract sound like the con- 
crete in a remarkable way. 

He was appointed first by Roosevelt in 
1904 as secretary to Copenhagen at the age 
of 27. He was one of those rich young fel- 
lows in New York City who ran to clothes, 
tennis, and money. Some people call them 
** clubmen,”’ though of course he would soon- 
er eat soup with his knife than use such an 
expression. His family wished him into the 
diplomatic servicé because he did not care 
enough for money to work for it. 

The Republican senators of his state held 
his appointment up, but Roosevelt had one 
of his obstinate fits and finally shoved it 
through.

In 1905 he was transferred to Berlin as 

third secretary and played tennis with the 

crown prince. In 1907 he went to Vienna, 
where he stayed four years. 

He was distinguished in neither place ex- 

cept as a jolly good fellow—which nobody 


can deny—anéd a chap whoee taste in gentie- 
men’s shirtings, suitings, and sockings wes 
infallibly prophetic. 

He was offered the appointment as min- 
ister to Bucharest, but some of his zealous 
friends had his appointment held up in the 
senate, hoping to get him a better one. 

He knew nothing of this at the time, but 
was blamed for it, and for discipline he was 
given second secretaryship to Mexico. This 
was in the days before the excitement and 
diplomatically a distinct step downward. 

Doubtless he was expected to resign, but 
he didn't, and his reward followed quickly. 
A month after O’Shaughnessy’s arrival in 
Mexico City Diaz fled, and the Mexican post 
became the most important in our service, 
Then O'Shaughnessy forgot about shirtings 
and tieings. For a big show was coming off 
amd he wanted to take part in it. 

~~ 

Francisco Madero entered Mexico City as 
the leader of a social revolution. He stocti 
for the redistribution of property inland. He 
rode into power on the promises he made the 
peons that he would make them owners of 
the land they tilled. It was the old forty 
acres and a mule idea that seized the negroes 
after the civil war. 

Madero was a more drastic Lloyd-George— 
in theory, but a far feebler one in practice. 

The ¢ountry turned to Madero almost 
unanimously. He needed to fight little. So 
strongly were the people—all the peopie 
except the landlords—with him that Dias, 
the old eagle of Chapultepec who had ruled 
as a despot for thirty years, fied almost 
without resistance. 

But what his leaders promised he could not 
perform. His friends who came into power 
with him on the strength of his assurances 
went back on him. They told him his plans 
were impossible, they insisted on delay. 

And Madero, who could dream great 
dreams, could not manage men and make 
them execute them, 

He fell and was murdered in a military 
revolution. 

wiltiie 

During his rule O’Shaughnessy had become 
extremely friendly with him and when his 
murderer, Huerta, succeeded him, O’Shaugh- 
nessy quickly cultivated a persona! relation- 
ship with him. 

O’Shaughnessy’s view seemed to be that 
while 30,000 or 40,000 Americans lived in 
Mexico, most of them directly or indirectly 
extending American trade with this coun- 
try, they always should have in him a friend 
at court. In other words, he was forever 
trying to establish an influence with the 
Mexican government whatever that was. 

After the removal of Henry Lane Wilsop 
as ambassador last July, no one was ap- 


pointed to succeed him, and O’Shaughnessy 

It ie believed he made no representations 
as to the policy of recognizing the Huerta 
government. Certainly if he did they were 
never known outside the state department 
and cabinet. 

But all during this trying period his per- 
sonal relations with Huerta remained friend- 
ly, though of course political relations fre- 
quently came near the breaking point.

John Lind was sent to Mexico as the presi- 
dent’s persona] representative, but except 
for ten days in the capital he remained here 
at Véra Cruz, 300 miles away, and negotia- 
tions with Huerta were carried on directly 
through O'Shaughnessy. 

There were dozens of times when an open 
break meaning war with the explosive alco- 
holic old Indian dictator might have been 
precipitated, but O'Shaughnessy realized this 
was what the home government did not 
then want and staved it off. 

It must have taken considerable staving 
off, especially after President Wilson's an- 
nounced policy of “ watchful waiting” for 
Huerta’s fall, but O'Shaughnessy and a lot 
of other O’Shaughnessys behind him in 
direct line have kissed the blarney stone and 
he managed it. 

One of his chiefest difficulties during this 


period was getting Americans out of jail. | 


Huerta for the life of him couldn't see why 
they shouldn’t stay in jail for their offenses, 
real or otherwise, while President Wilson was 
“ watchfully waiting.” 

“One reason for O’Shaughnessy’s success 
in Mexico, as well as for his popularity in 
Viennese society, is undoubtedly because he 
is a Catholic,

The main reason, however, seems to be 
his human understanding, his extraordinary 
ability for getting into the other man’s skin 
and seeing things from his standpoint, and in 
his language. He speaks French, Italian, 
German, and Spanish. . '

Funston Cannot Extend Lines. 

It further developed today that instead 
of being directed to extend his lines, Gen. 
Funston was merely authorized to strength- 
en them. This was against the judgment of 
Gen. Funston, backed by the army general 
staff and the secretary of war. 

But it was insisted upon by Secretary 
Bryan, who did not propose to permit any 
movement which might precipitate a con- 
flict. 

Moreover, the secretary was anxious to 
prevent giving substance to the charge of 
Huerta that the United States had violated 
the agreement to suspend hostilities. 

The secretary announced today the char- 
acter of his reply to this charge. He de- 
clared that the United States had not 
changed the military status quo since the 
promise was made that there would be no 
further aggression. He insisted that the 
substitution of Funston’s brigade for the 
sailors and marines could not be construed 
as a violation of the armistice. He added 
that the United States was enforcing the 
prohibition of the exportation of munitions 
of war across the Rio Grande. 

From Gen. Huerta the mediators received 
tonight a*tounter reply. He reiterates the 
charge he first made and supports it by what 
he terms additional evidence. This note will 
be handed to Mr. Bryan tomorrow. 


Mediators Take Neither Side. 

The mediators are not taking sides in the 
controversy. They are serving merely as an 
exchange agency. 

The president has not yet announced the 
names of those who will represent the 
United States. It may be stated positively 
that Frederick W. Lehman of St. Louis will 
not be designated. Mr. Lehman lunched 
with the president today. He had come here 
expecting to be named, but he will not get 
the office. 

Associate Justice Lamar is the only one of 
the three men determined upon. Associate 
Justice Hughes is under consideration, but 
probably he will not be designated.

Mexico City, May 9.—Sir Lionel Carden, 
the British minister, today again advised 
British subjects to leave Mexico City. He 
gave no reason for the renewal of the sug- 
gestion. 

In addition to the many Englishmen here, 
there are about 600 American citizens who 
have refused to leave or who have been 
forced to stay through inability to secure 
passage to the coast. 

Senator Emilio Pabasa, Agustin Rod- 
riguez, and Luis Elguero, the three delegates 
who are to represent Provisional President 
Huerta at the mediation conference at Ni- 
agara Falls, left today for Vera Cruz, from 
which port they will sail for their destina- 
tion.

60,000 Men May Go to Mexico. 


Galveston, Tex., May 9.—The conversion 
of chartered steamships into army trans- 
ports and supply carriers moved rapidly 


forward at the army pier here today, and the 


quartermaster’s department is under orders 
to be prepared to move troops in large num- 
bers, as well as vast quantities of supplies, 
to Vera Cruz. The information here is that 
60,000 troops may be sent to Mexico at any 
time.

It is reported that C. B. Helley, an Amer- 
ican, and G. H. Williams, an Englishman, 
were killed and, two other Americans, Wal- 
ter Neal and Patrick Baird, wounded near 
El Favor mine, in the vicinity of Hostatipa- 
quillo. 

Refugees from Manzanillo told stories of 
narrow escapes when they arrived at Mazat- 
lan on the British steamer Cetriano, which 
was made into a refugee ship at the instance 
of the commander of the German cruiser 
Nurenburg. The Cetriano came up the coast 
from Manzanillo, and sailed today for San 
Francisco with 100 refugees, including Amer- 
ican Consul Edwards. 


Try to Fire Refugee Ship. . 

While the Cetriano was at the dock in Man- 
zanillo harbor, according to Capt. Minister, 
the vessel's commander, and Qoneul Ed- 
wards, the Mexican Federals set fire to the 
pier with oil, and then resorted to dynamite 
to make the destruction more certain. Some 
of the last of the refugees to reach the vessel 
made their way to safety only at imminent 
risk. 

The vessel got clear of the burning pier 
with much difficulty, and as it was swing- 
ing out into the stream a number of shots 
were fired across its decks from the shore. 
Nobody was bit. 

The arrival of the cruiser Raleigh put an 
end to the firing and to the depredations of 
the Mexicans along the water front. 

By order of Huerta, lighthouse service on 
the west coast of Mexico has been abandoned 
and the coast last night was in darkness.

Yarchers from Every State 
Join in Big Demonstration 
in Washington. 


FIVE THOUSAND IN LINE, 


Petitions to Congress Request 
Early Action on Bill Giy- | 
ing Equal Rights. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., May 9—([Special.}~ 
Five thousand women, representing nearly 
every state in the union, marched to the 
capitol this afternoon and presented reso- 
jutione praying congress to pass the Bris- 
tow-Mondel! resolution proposing national 
equal suffrage. 
The parade of the white garbed and flower 
iden marchers with their banners, floats, 
and suffrage colors down Pennsylvania ave- 
nue from the White House to the capitol 
was an attractive spectacle and the demon- 
gration at the doors of congreas was the 
most impressive yet made in behalf of the 
enfranchisement of women 
As the women with their ten bands poured 
into the capitol grounds they massed on 
the broad central flight of steps leading to 
the rotunda and on the east front piaza. 


Committee Presents Resolutions, 
Then the entire body of marchers, specta- 
tors, and members of congress joined in sing- 
ing “ America” and “The Star Spangled

Within the rotunda of the capitol the “ ar-

Perfect Weather for Parade. 
The weather was perfect. It was just cool 
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enough to prevent the stoutest of the march- | =#— 
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ers from becoming overheated, and the colors | ~ 
of the banners, flowers, and decorations con- 
trasted in the brilliant sunshine. 

The procession was more than an hour in 
reaching the capitol. It passed down the 
right side of Pennsylvania avenue, along a 
rope which stretched the entire length of the 
eurbing. On the left of the marchers there 
crawled along the street cars, which congress 
refused to stop during the parade. 

In marked contrast to the treatment ofthe 
guffragists in the famous parade of March 8, 
1913, not a single woman was insulted or 
otherwise mistreated. This may have been 
because the conduct of the police was in 
marked contrast to their behavior on the 
previous occasion. Instead of the handful of 
negligent patrolmen which failed to control 
the hoodlums in the inauguration crowd of 
last year, there were several hundred police- 
men detailed to guard the women todey. 


: Anti-Suffrage Plan: Fails. 

Now and then the spectators cheered the 
marchers, but for the most part they eyed the 
procession in silence. 

The anti-suffragists failed signally to 
arouse the antagonistic demonstration they 
had planned. The “antis"’ proposed that 
every person opposed to suffrage wear a red 
rose, and opened stores at which the flowers 
could be obtained at 5 and 10 cents a blossom. 

But there were few red roses to be seen 
among the spectators, while the ranks of the 
suffragists in the parade were alive with 
them. This was because the advocates of 
yotes for women turned the tables on their 
opponents by declaring the red rose a suf- 
frage as much as an anti-suffrage flower. 


Chicago Woman Leads Parade. 

At the head of the procession, escorted by 
& dozen mounted police was an automobile 
comaining Mrs. George Talbott Odell of Chi- 
cago, the grand marshal of the parade, with 
her assistants. Then came the executive 
committee of the Corgressiona] union, in- 
cluding Mrs. Jessie Hardy Stubbs of Chicago, 
Miss Alice Paul, Mrs. Gilson Gardner, and 
Miss Lucy Burns. 

Following came the chorus and several hun- 
dred children, dressed in white and carrying 
garlands of laurel and flowers. The next 
division was given over to the home makers, 

women, artists, professional women, 


social workers, club women, temperance 
workers, and members of political organiza- 
tions. 


Float Bears Pioneers’ Portraits. 
The most striking tloat in the parade was 
that of the congressional committee of the 
National Woman Suffrage association. It 
was theater scenery truck curtained to a 
height of twelve feet in yellow bunting. 
Upon this expanse of yellow cloth on each 
side of the truck appeared two portraits— 
one of Dr. Anna Shaw, president of the na- 
tional organization, and the other of Susan 
B. Anthony ,the suffrage pioneer. Between 
the portraits appeared this inscription: 


National American Woman Suf- 
frage Association, 
Founded 1869. 
Supporter of the Bristow-Mondell 
Resolution, 

Drafted by Susan B. Anthony in 1874 
First, Last, and Always. 


In front of this float marched Mrs. Medill 
McCormick, chairman of the congressional 
committee, Mrs. Antoinette Funk, and Mrs. 
Sherman Booth, all of Chicago. 


Some Statesmen in Line. 
Behind this section marched members of 
congress from suffrage states. Among them 
were Senators Bristow. Clapp, and Poin- 
‘dexter, and Representatives Murdock of 
Kansas and Hinebaugh of Illinois. The 
members of the Pregressive party, which ad- 
vocated woman suffrage in its platform, were 
strongly represe ted in this section.

In the first section of the pageant were 
850 girls, typifying Spring, Youth, and Hope, 
arranged under the direction of Mrs. 

Thousands of 
garlands of flowers were carried by these 
girls, the shades of the blossoms having been 
selected to harmonize with the colors of 
the Congressional Union, which organized 
the parade—purple, white, and gold.

Franklin MacVeagh Speaks 
Before Northwestern School 
of Commerce. 


UGRES PUBLIC SERVICE. 


Modern education in commerce was praised 
by Franklin MacVeagh, former secretary of 
the treasury, before the students and faculty 
of the_school of commerce of Northwestern 
university at the Hotel La Salle last night. 
He congfatulated the students on their op- 
portunities and advised them to devote a 
reasonable amount of their time to public 
service. 
“If I only had attended such a school as 
yours,’’ said he, ‘‘ I would have been a much 
better business man and merchant. You be- 
long to a new generation. 
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Mrs. Keith had named in a confession. 
Instead of clinging tc this theory, fantastic 
to the layman, but scientifically plausible, 
Keith's lawyer paved the way for a verdict 
of insanity of a less extraordinary sort—a 
temporary mental aberration induced by the 
shock of the wife's aisclosures and a long 
period of sleeplessness and semi-starvation. 


Puts Question of 25,000 Words, 

Dr. Sidney Kuh, graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Heidelberg and an alienist of note, 
was the first of the experts for the defense 
to testify. A hypothetical question 25.000 
words in length. covering all the testimony 
adduced by the defense, had been prepared 
by Attornéy Popham for presentation to the 
expert. Parts of the question objected to 
by Assistant State’s Attorney Witty had 
been stricken out and its length had been re- 
duced by 10,000 words when it was read in 
court. 

In the question as finally put to Dr. Kub 
were embodied incidents of Keith’s sleep 
walking as recited by friends from his home 
town in the south—Henagar, Ala.—and by his 
16 year old daughter, Thelma; the confession 
of the wife and their effect on the defendant’s 
actions; Keith's fear that Paul had not 
stopped with the debauching of his wife but 
had accomplished the downfall of Thelma 
and his recollections of the ‘‘dream” in 
which the fatal shot was fired. 

Three other experts for the joefense were 
fm the courtroom to hear the hypothetical 
question and it will not be necessary to re- 
peat it when they testify. 

“I Believe He Was Insane.” 

“ Upon this assumed statement of fact 
and your knowledge of the treatment of 
mental disorders, have you an opinion, doc- 
tor, as to whether Keith was sane or insane 
when he killed Paul?” asked Mr. Popham. 

The jurors straightened. They had expect- 
ed the words “ sleeping or waking ”’ instead 
of ‘‘ sane or insane.”’ 

“I believe he was insane when he fired the 
shot,”’ was Dr. Kuh’'s answer. 

On the same assumed statement of fact, 
have you an opinion as to whether Keith at 
the time was capable of distinguishing be- 
tween right and wrong? ’”’ 

“He was not capable, in my opinion, of 
@istinguishing between right and wrong.” 

It is expected the case will go to the jury | 
late Tucsday.

ACQUITTAL, SAYS DEFENSE. 


Instructions of Judge Foell Considered

The jury in the vote fraud case before Su- 
perior Judge Foell returned a sealed verdict 
at 6 o'clock last night, forty minutes after 
the fate of the three defendants—Michael 
Hopkins, Duncan McIntyre, and Henry El- 
rich—had been put in its hands. 

The verdict will not be returned in open 
court until 10 o’clock tomorrow. 

The defendants were judges of election in 
the Twenty-seventh precinct of the Nine- 
teenth ward in November, 1912.

The state charged that 
the judges, who were arraigned for neglect 
of duty were criminally liable for the condi- 
tion of the Dallotes. 

The instructions of Judgé Foell were heard 
with smiles by the defending counsel and 
the defendants. They left the courtroom 
confident of a verdict of acquittal. 

Special State’s Attorney John B. Northup 
plainly was disappointed at the court’s in- 
structions. He indicated, however, he was 
satisfied the jury would find the three offi- 
| clals guilty after they had an opportunity 
to peruse the altered vote slips, which, he 
charged, had been changed chiefly in behalf 
of County Commissioner Peter Bartzen and 
State's Attorney Maclay Hoyne.

cause of Browne's notoriety in connection 
with the Lorimer senatorial affair. 

It is known that Browne sent the word 
through La Salle county that no further 
trouble may be expected from the United 
States senate, and that his recommendations, 
indorsed by Senator Lewis and nominated by 
the president, will be approved formally by 
the senate. .

Tells How He Enlisted Sup- 
port of Italian Government 
in Panama Fair. 


APPROPRIATION $400,000. 


Building to Be Made in Sections 
and Then Sent to San 
Francisco. 


Ira Nelson Morris returned to Chicago yes- 
terday after four months in Italy. While 
there he enlisted the support of the Italian 
government for the Panama-Pacific exposi- 
tion in 1915.

Mr. Morris said that the Italian, as well as 
other European governments, were keenly 
interested in the exposition. Secretary Bryan 
a few days ago received formal notification 
that the Italian parliament had voted $400,- 
000 for an exhibit at the world’s fair, follow- 
ing Mr. Morris’ vieit. 

“ The Italian government is ready to make 
a further appropriation if need be, I under- 
stand The exhibit will be entirely under 
the control of the government. I have heard 
that it is the plan to construct the building in 
sections and send it to San Francisco for 
erection. 

**The chairman of the Italian royal com- 
mission appointed by King Victor Emmanuel 
is Signor Ernesto Nathan, former mayor of 
Rome. I expect to meet him in New York 
next month. We will proceed to Washing- 
ton, where he will meet the president and 
Secretary Bryan, and he will then go to San 
Francisco. Other members of the commis- 
sion are Prince Del Drago, Prince Borghesi, 
and Signor Marconi, the inventor of the wire- 
less telegraph. They wiil come to this coun- 
try for the exposition, but will not accom- 
pany Signor Nathan.”

FULL OF MENACE. 


Credulous Public Buys Worthless 
Substances Supposed to Possess 
Radio-Activity—London Times 
Sounds a Double Warning. 


Che LHe Cimes 


LONDON, May 9.—An article in the Times 
draws attention to the fact that substances. 
supposed to possess raido-activity—but which 
in fact are quite inert—are being freely pur- 
chased by a too credulous public. 

In the same article a warning is uttered 
against the indiscriminate use of this most 
potent and dangerous element by persons un- 
acquainted with its characters and mode of 
action, and a recommendation made that 
radium should be included in the British 
pharmacopeeia and scheduled as a poison 
under the food and drugs act. 

The double warning comes opportunely. 
Undoubtedly such purchases are being made 
and large sums spent by perweons who can ill 
afford them upon remedies and courses of 
treatment possessing little or no curative 
value. 

Ordinary Water as Cure-All. 


It 1% actually the case that ordinary water 
has been bought for relatively large sums on 
the assumption that it possessed radio-activ- 
ity and would cure all manner of diseases. 
It cannot be too strongly insisted upon that 
unless a properly attested guarantee of 
radio-activity is forthcoming no value should 
be attached to any claims set forth. 

It is a fact that radium water prepared by 
expert scientists from radium emanations 
(that is to say from the gas given off by 
the solid radium) loses one-half of its radio- 
active strength in three and eighty-five hun- 
dredths days. 

In a further three and eighty-five hun- 
dredths days half of the remaining strength, 
or three-quarters of the original strength, 
has been lost. 

It will thus be seen that unless procured In 
an absolutely fresh state such preparations 
are utterly worthless. 

Water containing radium in solution 
would, of course, be in a different category. 


Radium Preparations Suspected. 
A similar criticiem applies to many of the 
solid radium preparations bought in this and 
other countries. These are frequently made 
from the waste products from which the 
pure radium salt has been extracted. 

In some cases, no doubt, a certain amount 
of radio-activit¥ may remain in these waste 
products, but this is a matter of purest 
chance. 

When it is remembered that even radium 
bromide contains only about 50 per cent of 
the pure metal, and that its cost is roughly 
$100 per milligram, or over $6,500 per grain, 
it is clear that waste products of purifica- 
tion are not likely to contain much of the 
precious substance. 

It may be taken, then, that not a single 
farthing should be spent on any radium pre- 
paration which has not been subjected to 
careful tests by scientific investigators of 


repute. 


Scientific Tests Urged. 
In this connection a writer in the Hospital 
states, for the guidance of institutions pur- 
chasing radium itself: 
“No consignment should be accepted ig 
future which does not contain at least 90 
per cent of the pure salt of radium... . 
This minimum is one which there is no difi- 
culty in attaining, though it is probably true 
that few institutions in this country have 
in fact secured radium of such a high degree 
of purity.” 
That is one aspect of the question. The 
other is even more important, since grave 
trouble may follow neglect of it. It is this: 
Radium, though capable of producing most 
remarkable results in certain cases, is 
known to be a highly dangerous substance, 
which has the power to inflict serious in‘ 
juries upon those who use it without proper 
knowledge, 
We know that in certain cases radium has 
influenced favorably the course of cases of 
eancer (though time is required to prove 
its therapeutic value in this disease); that 
it has removed birth marks and other dis- 
figurements; that so-called “‘ keloida”™ or 
masses of scar tissue disappear under its in- 
fluence; that many skin diseases are helped 
and that certain cases of neuritis and 
rheumatoid arthritis seem to benefit.

Chancellor’s Principles Accepted. 


On one side the extremists weicome the 
budget as another stage accomplished in the 


sans of the other side proclaim it another 
nail in the coffin of the British empire. . 

Extremists apart, however, the broad prin- 
ciples upon which the chancellor's proposals 
are based seem to be accepted as the inevita- 
ble developments of Democratic progress 
and there is no likelihood of their evoking the 
fierce opposition which met the popular 
budget of 1909. 

This is partly because politicians realize 
that the complicated legislation required to 
remodel existing relations between the treas- 
ury and local authorities must necessarily 
depend upon the peaceful settlement of the 
{rish problem and partly because the 
wealthier classes gradually have been edu- 
eated in the last few years to face the steadily 
increasing cost of necessary social reforms. 

Official criticism by the Unionist party in 
the house of commons so far is singularly 
lacking in vigor and coherence, in this re- 
spect affording a curious contrast to the 
utterances of the press, wherein many com- 
petent political and social economists expose 
the points in the chancellor’s armor. 


Social Reform by Budget. 
The Daily Chronicle summarizes the radi- 
cal opinion supporting the chancellor's policy 
in a leader entitled: ‘Social Reform by 
Budget,” and declares: ‘‘ Democracy cannot 
fail to see the advantage of drawing new 
revenue from the enormous concentrated 
wealth of the rich classes rather than by 
taxing the necessaries of life. Social reform 
today has become a question of money and 
therefore Lloyd-George is in the right place 
as chancellor.” 
Public opinion recognizes the net result of 
the present budget amounts to taking 
$50,000,000 from the class with incomes of 
over $5,000 and devoting this new taxation 
to raise the standard of health, comfort, and 
education of the working classes by means 
of state controlled grants to local author- 
ities. 
Financiers, anticipating the approaching 
end of the present trade boom, do not find 
fault with the chancellor's benevolent 
schemes, but severely criticise his methods 
as imprudent to the verge of rashness.

Taxation Methods Criticised. 
Many political economists, including uiber- 
als, deprecate increasing the disparity of 
burdens borne by direct and indirect tax- 
ation. In this conection the Morning Post 
observes that the Lioyd-George system of 
finance violates the fundamental principles 
laid down by Gladstone and points out that 
since 1906 direct taxation has increased 10s 
per head, while indirect has fallen nearly Is. 
The Post concludes that the result must tend 
to demoralize the electorate, and quotes 
Asquith’'s own recent declaration in the 
house of commons that “nothing can be 
more fatal to the root principle of democratic 
government than the constant amelioration 
of the conditions of the less favored classes 
at the exclusive expense of other classes.” 
Harold Cox, always a fierce critic of Geor- 
gian finance, denounces the budget as a vote 
catching measure, because the mass°*s 
thereby are relieved of all obligation to con- 
tribute towards the cost of measures in- 
tended for their benefit and declares that the 
national extravagance never can be checked 
until the working classes feel the weight of 


direct taxation. 


Daily Telegraph Objects. 
The Daily Telegraph goes further and says 
the government system of doles is cal- 
culated to convert sturdy, self-respecting 
workers into a population of greedy, irre- 
sponsible spongers.

No Break with United States, 
There is a long chapter on the tremendous 
question of the spirit in which Japan and 
the United States are facing one another 
across the Atlantic. On this question it 
may be noted that Maj. Haushofer takes a 
rather optimistic view, on the assumption 
that no outbreak of popular passion on 
either side shall interfere with the gradual 
adjustment of international relations. 
To English readers probably the most in- 
teresting chapter will be that entitled '‘ Der 
Zug nach Siiden.’’ It is headed by a sig- 
nificant verse from Uta, which may be thus 
rendered in English: 
“No flowers may here be plucked "— 
Aye, write it plain! 
The storm, that cannot read, 
Will mock your pain. 

In connection with this drift to the south 
Maj. Haushofer begins by pointing o&j that 
the Japanese are essentially a southern folk 
—the short and mild Japanese winter is a 
time of misery to them; and, whatever they 
may do and endure in emergencies, pro- 
longed residence in a northern climate is more 
fatal to them than war. 


Formosa Popular Acquisition, 
Formosa is by far the most popular of Jap- 
anese acquisitions, and any movement 
towards further extensions in a southerly 
direction would have the passionate sym- 
pathy of the whole population. 
Maj. Haushofer then hints that the Dutch 
colonies offer to the Japanese not only ex- 
ceptional inducements for settlement, but 
exceptional excuses for a policy of conquest 
in the interests of the native inhabitants.

Creating Common Asiatic Feeling. 

Maj. Haushofer draws attention to the im- 
portant series of articles by Takekoshi Yosa- 
buro entitled “‘ Towards the South,” which 
appeared in 1908, and to the program of the 
society called “ Asia-Gikai,”’ which is. pro- 
ceeding in an extremely well planned and 
methodical manner towards the creation of 
a common ‘Asiatic feeling against European 


domination.

NEW BRITISH DESTROYER: 


Torpedo Boat Ardent Embodies 
Some Novel Ideas in War- 
ship Construction. 


Che HES Times 


LONDON, May 9.—There have been several! 
developments of special interest in Clyde 
shipbuilding and marine engineering during 
the last few weeks. Perhaps the most out- 
standing has been the completion and hand- 
ing over to the admiralty by William Denny 
and Brothers of the new torpedo boat de- 


stroyer Ardent. 

This veseel is the warship to be bullt on 
the longitudina!] framing system of construc- 
tion and it was designed by Messrs. Denny 
in conjunction with the admiralty, and with 
the codperation of Mr. Isherwood, the in- 
ventor of the modern system of longitudinal 
construction. 

In its design there are also included ideas 
evolved by Sir Archibald Denny, and it rep- 
resents as a whole the adaptation of Isher- 
wood methods to the requirements of tor- 
pedo boat destroyers. 


Produces Strong Oombination. 
Mercantile vessels Dulit on this system 
have wide spaced, strong, transverse frames 
and beams, combined with longitudinal 
framing, with the frames scored over the 
jlongitudinals; but in the Ardent the frames 
are carried out to the shell direct, and the 
longitudinals are cut at each frame and buik- 
head, and fished to the frames by short pieces 
of angle passed through holes inside the iine 
of the snei! angies on che deep frames. 

It is claimed for this design that it pro- 
duces a strong combiration of materials 
where the wide spaced frames, ag in the case 
of a destroyer, are necessarily of limited 
depth. As the longitudinais are connected 
at the bulkheads by k»ees on each side, a 
great deal of the collar work usually required 
in destroyers is unnecessary.

and industry it was generally supposed that

"No other explanation could satisfy public 
curiosity, inasmuch as the emoluments of a 
bank manager are about ten times as great 
@s those of an assistant minister. Current 
gossip eventually proved to be far sighted. 


Is Man of Initiative. a4 


The remarkable abilities and initiative dis- 
played by M. Barck in business were more 
than corroborated by his short sojourn at the 
ministry of commerce; the grasp he there 
displayed of such important problems as the 
opening of the sea route to Siberia and the 
promotion of the Rusalan mercantile marine 
afforded ample warrant for his selection for 
the responsible post he now occupies. 

That the minister interested above all in 
the growth of the revenue should be intrusted 
to diminish the consumption of spirits, which 
yield a large proportion of the treasury re- 
ceipts, is a circumstance likely to strain his 
resourcefulness, but at the same time affords 
the best pledge tor the success of the enter- 
prise. 

No temperance crusade in Russia could 
hope to succeed without the heartiest co- 
operation of the minister of finance, It is 
precisely for this resson that the imperial 
rescript on the subject of temperance was 


addressed to M. Barck.. 


Difficult Problem His. 

Like many an older statesman, M. Barck 
goes not attempt to underrate the difficulties 
that lie before him, nor does he wish to 
assume more than his proper share of re- 
sponsibility. He recognizes quite frankly 
that the real remedy for the drink evil lies 
in the people themselves. The psychology 
of the simple mojik is in this respect like that 
of his superiors in education and culture. It 
is only when he becomes persuaded of the 
real evils of drink that progress can be made 
in the cause of temperance. 

But before the peasant can lastingly real- 
ize the duty that he owes to himself there 
must be not only ths heartiest codperation 
between all branches of the public service, 
but between all classes of the population in 
getting an example of temperance and in im- 
peding the sale aud consumption of liquor. 
The proposed restriction of drink in the army 
and navy will be a great step in this direc- 


tion. 
Czar Awakens Moral Sense. 

The emperor's temperance rescript: will ap- 
peal to millions of his peasant subjects ina 
moral and emotional sense; it has, indeed, 
awakened in the responsive hearts of the 
Russian peasants an echo far greater than 
was expected by statesmen or politicians. 

One of the leading Russian newspapers, the 
most widely read newspaper in the prov- 
fnces, the Russkoe Slovo, has devoted sev- 
eral columns a day to recording the impres- 
gions of the villages in response to the re- 
script. 

Throughout the length and breadth of Rus- 
sia the peasants have been assem bied in their 
village mnotes to petition the government to 
close the monopoly shops, and these peti- 
tions have been complied with.

ELUDE ANALYSIS. 


Social Historians Who Write of 
Early Twentieth Century Will 
Find Their Work Cut Out for 
Them by Our Antic Taste. 


LONDON, April 29.—Diligent persons call- 
ing themselves social historians will get to 
work some day, no doubt, upon the Early 
Twentieth Century. Our brief time will then 
have sunk back into distance and be viewed, 
telescopically, as a “ period,” to be“ taken " 
by undergraduates and others reading for 
history honora 

And the social historian will have to give a 
subordinate page or two to our houses, our 
furniture, our meals, our dress. In all these 
matters [he will remark] the twentieth cen- 
tury had no distinctive taste, and, in fact, 
was scarcely a self-respecting “ period” at 
all. 

The insides of those of our houses that are 
carefully disposed, deliberately thought out, 
will be used in exemplification. Nearly all of 
us who think about our furniture think dif- 
ferently from one another. 


Furniture as a Background. 

Furmture ie no longer ordered by the mass 
and the ton, and regarded merely as material 
of a solid and geometrical quality to sit upon 
and eat off. It is decoration primarily and 
a background to ourselves, and, being that, 
it is expected to match ourselves, and, as 
they always say, to express our personali- 
ties. 

Have you an old ocak [English] tempera- 
ment? We shall know as soon as we enter 
your hall. Entering it and discovering at 
the end of the passage a red lacquered cabi- 
net [English] with an ivory vase [Japanese] 
on top of it, we come at once toa different 
conclusion concerning you. 

You are less solid than we thought—more 
eccentric. You cannot be altogether relied 
upon in business matters, perhaps, with all 
that red lacquer about, and those Queen 
Anne card tables have carried into the house 
a Gelicate aroma of old wax candles illum- 
inating Ombre and Piquet, with the high 
stakes common in a South Sea bubbling 
generation. In this hall and house it isclear 
that the only thing to be relied upon is taste. 
Few people mind what they lack so long as 
they do not lack taste. 


Expression of a Personality, 

With this view of furniture today—furni- 
ture as the revelation of taste and as the ex- 
pression of personality—it is obvious that 
such abstractions as a spirit of the age or 
Zeit-Gelst cannot be registered in our houses 
for the benefit of future histories of the Eng- 
lish people. 

The insides of our houses express individ- 
ual preferences; at least, we consider that 
they ought todo so. But the individual dies, 
the type only surviving, and there is mo spe- 
cial type of furniture that is likely to revea) 
today to the future not yet ready to criti- 
cise us. 

But there is a much more important dim- 
culty In the way of the coming Macaulay,

More Correct than Queen Anne. 


It was entirely pleasant, and much more 
correct than the Queen Anne room of Queen 
Anne’s own day ever had been, certainly. 
Nothing clashed; and it was “all the same 
period ’’—an achievement only to be secured 
by an eclectic and archeological age. It 
must have cost a great deal to get toegther., 
One looked forward to seeing it all again, 
as one does to paying another visit to the 
Victoria and Albert museum. 

But, surprisingly, we never did see it again. 
Dining in that house a year later, we found 
it had jumped nearly a century on. A row 
of Louis Seize chairs were lined up against 
a satin paneled wal! which had let into it 
“caprices”" in the manner of Boucher, 
with in one corner a charming sketch which 
looked very like Watteau, and very likely 
was Watteau, though the delightful man had 
forgotten to sign it. 

A charming French chandelier—like those 
you see in prints by Moreau le Jeune or Bau- 
doin—hung from a Louis Seize ceiling. 
Everything was Louis Seize. 

And there, in a prominent post, was one of 
the innumerable writing tables that have be- 
longed to poor Marie Antoinette, who seems, 
to judge by her furniture, to have indulged 
a perfect mania for scribbling. : 


Yes, Taste Grows. 


It is not rude to talk about furniture nowa- 
days; everybody does so. We ventured thus 
to reveal the amazement excited by this 
change of taste and time: 

“ But your English furniture? Your beau- 
tiful Queen Anne furniture? Where has it 
gone? O, what have you done with it?” 

“We sold it. We grew tired of it. With 
some of the money we bought this. Don't 
you like it much better? Yes; taste grows. 
There's nothing like Louis Seize.”’ 

And Louis Seize it will remain presumably 
until next year, when some sale at/Christie’s 
or in Paris may suggest that even Louis 
Seize can be improved upon and that our 
taste was still not perfect when we pinned 
it to Marie Antoinette. | 


COMMERCE CONGRESS IN PARIS 


Nearly One Hundred American Dele- 
gates Expected to Attend Ses- 
sions in June. 


PARIS, May 9.—Nearly a hundred Ameri- 
can delegates are expected to attend (the In- 
ternational Congress of Chambers ¢ Com- 
merce, which meets in Paris June 8, and con- 
tinues five days. sas oad 

Daniel P. Kingsley, George, T. Wilson, 
Samuel W. Fairchild, James on , and 
MacDougall Hawkes will come from New 
York, while delegations equally large will 
probably come from twenty-five other Ameri- 
can cities. 

Edward A. Filens of Boston and the other 
American members of the permanent com- 
mittee, which has offices in Brussels, are 
endeavoring to reorganize the International 
Association of Chambers of Commerce so 
that it shall become a more vital body. The 
permanent committee now has only the 
function of carrying out the resolutions 
passed by the biennia! congresses. 

The-American representation desires to 
have a committee which will take up and 
carry through new btsiness as it arises dur- 
ing the intervals between the biennial ses- 
sions of the congress. The committee would 
be authorized to take a referendum of the 
membership in the manner now done by the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United States 


Zabern Incident Results in Re- 
peal of the Famous Cabinet 
Order of 1820. 


BERLIN, May 9.—T:3:;eneral indignation 
in Germany over the Z :}:crn affair of last fall 


has finally borne fruit jn the shape of a new 
regulation governing the conduct of military 
forces in case of internal disorders. 

The regulation, which has already received 
the approval of the emperor, does away with 
the famous cabinet order of 1820, under 
which Col. von Reuter justified his interven- 
tion in local affairs and his imprisonment of 
Zabern citizens. 

This ancient order provided that if the 
commander of troops “decides, according to 
duty and conscience, that the civil authori- 
ties are delaying too long their requisition 
for troops, in view of the fact that they are 
no longer able to restore order, it is his duty 
and his right to intervene without the requisi- 
tion of the civil authorities, and to assume 
command, and the civil authorities must 
obey his orders.” 


Provisions of New Order. 

The new regulation provides that the mili- 
tary forces may not intervene without requl- 
sition except “in cases of pressing danger 
for the public security when the civil author- 
ities as a result of uncontrollable circum- 
stances, are not in a position to issue the 
requisition.”” In other words, so long as the 
civil authorities are still in power, troops 
may not intervene without a direct request. 

The liberal press is inclined to consider the 
regulation a decided victory for constitution- 
alism. It regrets, however, that such anim- 
| portant regulation, affecting the rights of all 
citizens, can still be made in Germany with- 
out consulting the reichstag, and is some- 
what disquieted over a new provision cover- 
ing the cases in which a soldier may make 
use of his weapons. “> 


“Attacks Upon Honor.” 

To cases where life, limb, or property is 
threatened by an unlawful attack are added 
cases of “an attack upon honor.” Thisisa

Interesting Discovery by the Former 
Secretary of the Great Russian 
Is Reported. 

ST. PETERSBURG, May 9.—M. Bulgakoff, 
formerly secretary of Count Tolstoi, who 
has been lecturing on the contents of the 
great writer’s library, says it” humbered 
10,000 volumes in thirty-two languages. The 
Russian section comprised 3,505 works, the 
English 3,415, the French 1,045, and the Ger- 
man, 602. 

Among the manuscripts found by M. Bul- 
gakoff after Count Tolstoy’s death was the 
scenario of a played entitled ** Peter Mytar.’”’ 
The chief character is a man who has devoted 
his life solely to the acquition of wealth. He 
falls seriously ill and one night in a dream 
sees himself being weighed in the scales.

New Drink Bill Ready. 

The drink bill passed by the upper house, 
with amendments even more drastic than 
those promoted by the duma, is egain back 
in the lower house, and would in the ordi- 
mary course have to be discussed by a joint 
committee. It is stated, however, that the 
government will introduce a new measure 
the passage of which through the two 
houses will be expedited. 

This appears to be a satisfactory arrange- 
ment. Several of the amendments intro- 
duced in the upper house are calculated only 
to prejudice the cause of temperarce. Among 
them is one to forbid the sale of wines and 
spirits after 11 o’clock throughout Russia. 

The elderly statesmen who sit in the upper 
house doubtless do not realize that it would 
be more difficult to induce city people to re- 
tire earlier to bed than to dissuade peasants 
from drink. 

Protecting Distillery Interests. 

The disturbance of trade and industry that 
might result from a large reduction of the 
output of spirits will be averted by proposals 
that have been laid before the minister of 
finance on behalf of the distillery trade. 

The enormous sums invested in the indus- 
try, the cultivation of potatoes and rye, and 
the raising of cattle, all connected with and 
dependent upon the distilling trade, cannot be 
disorganized without seriously affecting the 
welfare of the country. 

It is proposed to foster and develop the use 
of spirits for combustible and illuminating 
purposes, which is the more to be desired in 
wiew of the insufficiency of mineral oil pro- 


duction. 


HOLY SHROUD AGAIN DEBATED. 


Easter Display at Turin Revives Dis- 
cussion as to Authenticity of 
Famed Relic. 


ROME, May 9.—The display of the holy 
shroud at Turin during Easter has again 
brought up the question of its authenticity. 
Two men, one a scientist and the other an 
artist, have arrived at the conclusion that 
the shroud possesses the true likeness of 
Christ. 

Dr. Paul Vignon, a Frenchman, after long 
investigation, declares that the holy shroud 
bears a picture of a man caused by vapors 
- from the body acting upon the stuff impreg- 
nated with oils and aloes. 

Sir Wyke Bayliss, president of the Royal 
Institute of British Artists, is convinced 
that the portrait of Christ in the catacombs 
eof San Callisto bere was made by a contem- 

porary artist—that is, one who had seen his 
‘gubject—and as the faces of the shroud and 
the catacombs are the same it might be con- 


_ eluded that the holy shroud really inclosed

The advantage of this arranseement for

All Parties in Difficulty, 

It is one of the curious conditions fin these 
closing days of the great struggle that every 
one of the four parties is confronted by diffi- 
culties in its own ranks. 

The Liberal ministry has some trouble 
from its zealous federalists, who wish to 
utilize the [rish, bill for pushing their pet 
scheme of home rule all round, but this seo- 
tion is small and not powerful. 

The British Tories are so fiercely divided 
that their meetings between the die-hards 
and the conciliators have been characterized 
by furious language, and, it is whispcred. 
even by an approach to physical encounters. 

Carson stands face to face with the Frank- 
enstein which he has created in Ulster. and 
which at any moment might disown him if he 
appeared to relapse into reason and con- 
cillation, 

The position of the Nationalists is healthier 
than that of any oftherest. What difficulty 
they have is created by others. Churchil!’s 
foolish and impulsive speech seeming to fore- 
cast further concessions to Ulster produced 
in some quarters in Ireland an atmosphere 
of misgiving and suspicion. But this is tran- 
sient and has been largely removed by Red.« 
mond’s emphatic statement that he has not 
been asked by Asquith or anybody even to 
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sition of absolute and complete trust in his 
wisdom and loyalty. 

What then will happen ie that on Tuesday 
next Asquith will carry the cuillotine reso- 
lution strictly Limiting debate on the home 
rule bill so that there will be no opportunity 
during that stage of suggesting or discussing 
amendments. | 

After a debate of two or at the most three 
days on third reading the bill will pass the 
house of commons, probably week after next, 
when it practically is made law. 


Orange Demands Impossible. 


Thus, then, serious and probably friendly 
conversations will take place with a view to 
meeting the difficulties In Ulster. These 
difficulties may prove insurmountable if the 
Orangemen persist in demands which neither 
the Liberals nor the Irishmen could possibly 
accept, such, for instance, as the exclusion 
of the counties of all Ulster or even the ex- 
clusion of more than four counties. 

Some Orange hotheads still demand the 
exclusion of all Ulster, but the real struggle 
will be made to add the counties of Ferma- 
nagh and Tyrone to the excluded counties. 
As the Nationalists have a large majority in 
these two counties such a demand is Intoler- 
able and unacceptable and Irishmen would 
lose the bill rather than accept such exclu- 
sion and their attitude will be similar to any- 
thing*®which Is calculated to produce exclu- 
sion of any part of Ulster permanently or 
indefinitely. 

My own impression is that, while beginning 
with impossible demands, Carson will ulti- 
mately be satisfied with much less. The 
passage of the hume rule bill into law will 
create a new and radically transformed sit- 
vation. 

In that situation Carson must show the 


reasonableness of defeat and Redmond can 
| respond with the generosity of victory.

CZAR TO VISIT ENGLAND. 


Emperor of Russia to Make For- 
mal Journey to Court of 
King George.

LONDON, May Q—It has been let slipbya 
member of the Downing street staff that the 
Czar of Russia will visit London in August 
as a fitting conclusion to the visits being ex- 
changed among the heads of the powers 
known as the members of the triple entente. 
It will be recalléd that last June President 
Poincaré visited England, and that this 
April the visit was returned by King George 
and Queen Mary going to Paris. In June 
the president will go to St. Petersburg to 
visit the czar, who will return that visit 
toward the end of July and then proceed to 
London, which he has not seen since 1896, 
although in 1909 he was in English waters. 


The Czar’s Last Visit. 

The czar last visited this country in 1909 
on board the imperial yacht Standart, which 
was escorted to the Solent by the three 
largest British cruisers. The czar and the 
ezarina joined fhe king on board the Vic- 
torla and Albert, and the royal yacht 
steamed through the lines of the British fleet. 

The czar’s children, who were among the 
party, still have the happiest memories of 
the times they spent playing on the beach, 
free from the cares that overhang their 
doings in their native country. Their stay 
lasted three days. 

Both in 1894 and 1896 the czar stayed with 
Queen Victoria at Windsor and at Balmoral. 
It was at Walton that the then czarewich 
wooed and won his consort, Princess Alix. 
The princess, who was a great favorite of 
Queen Victoria, was never happier than

Must End Mexican Chaos. 

The fact is instinctively recognized that, 
with or without the support of Latin Amer- 
lea, the American government is morally 
and politically compelled to put an end to 
Mexico’s chaos of anarchy. In many quar- 
ters there is, of course, a disposition to at- 
tribute this chaos to President Wilson's re-

He will have dealt with him officially in 
front of the whole world. 


If Huerta Is Overthrown?

Sympathy for President. 

The Observer sympathizes with President 
Wilson and Mr. Bryan as fervent apostles of 
peace, idealists proclaiming lofty principles, 
deserving of all respect. Yet, it says: “ They 
have almost unawares committed them- 
selves and the United States to a kind of war 
which Mr. Roosevelt probably would have 
escaped.”’ 

But, it adds, “the first shot supersedes 
theory. It is impossible for the great repub- 
lic to allow anarchy to rage permanently 
between Texas and the Panama canal. 
Whether by limited operations against Mexi- 
co's chief ports, or by employing several 
thousand men to effect the complete conquest 
of the country, America must, and will, win; 
and the sooner the better.’’ 

This is the keynote and conclusion of all 
public opinion in Great Britain that, when 
once Washington made up its mind to pdé- 
litical intervention in Mexico, armed inter- 
Vention became inevitable. This having 
come to pass, it, is bound to go on, until the 
United States has reéstablished law and or- 
der throughout the country. 

“The idea of shedding American blood to 
make Villa president of Mexico,” says the 
New Statesmtn “ is not supportable.” 


Monroe Doctrine Accepted. 

As far as British interests are concerned, 
public opinion continues to be based upon 
frank acceptance of the Monroe Doctrine, 
but its responsibilities as well as its rights 
are generally emphasized. The Saturday 
Review expresses the general view on this 
subject when it says “we recognize the 
states as having predominant interests in 
Mexico, and we respect their right to de- 
clare in what way these interests can best 
be safeguarded. But in forbidding other 
nations to interfere in Mexican affairs Amer- 
ica makes herself responsible to the whole 
world for the maintenance of decent gov- 
ernment in Mexico.” 

Englishmen are well aware that this result 
of the Monroe Doctrine has long been fore- 
seen by American statesmen, and they there- 
fore wonder the more at Mr. Bryan's ap- 
parent failure to realize it. 

Opinion in England welcomes the recent 
debate in the senate as evidence of the exist- 
ence of an influential minority at Washing- 
ton which regards it as America’s duty to | 
restore order in Mexico, and not simply to 
punish Gen. Huerta; as proof also that, in re- 
gard to this ever turbulent state, the aver- 
age American thinks like the average 
European, and, while admiring the patience 
and lofty ideals of President Wilson, realizes 
that, now that American troops have landed 
and fought at Vera Cruz, they cannot turn 
back until they have established good and 
stable government in Mexico City.

Society is seriously blamable for such 
tragedies, and especially the medical pro- 
fession and judges who know the facts. 
The old popular fallacy that idiots are 
“barmiess” ought to be exploded and 
a wtrict system of surveillance maintained 
over them. Idiocy frequently develops 
the worst impulses, sporadic attacks of 
sexual degeneracy, which result in term 
rible crimes, usually against children but 
not always Yet in virtually every village 
of the land there is « half witted boy or 
man at large, pitied and tolerated or 
made the sport of childish mischief. Many 
are potential perils of the worst type. 

The layman must look to the expert for 
guidance in such matters and between 
the medical and legal professions better 
means of social defense against degen- 
erates should be devised and insisted 
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PACIFISM FALSE AND TRUE. 

No one stands higher than Norman An- 
gell in the regard of those who are work- 
ing for the substitution of pacific methods 
for war in the adjustment of international 
differences. His book, “The Great Illu- 
sion,” is one of the most effective state 
ments of the economic reasons against war 
ever made apd was greeted with enthu- 
siasm by pacifists everywhere, and with re 
spect if not agreement by its critics. 

[t is noteworthy, therefore, that Mr. An- 
gell, obeerving the course of the adminis- 
tration in dealing with Mexico, falls foul of 
Mr. Bryan and administers a rebuke which 
it is hoped will have some effect upon the 
policy. at Washington. Mr. Angell, writing 
to the New York Evening Post, says: 

The moral of the Mexican war is 
this: That the type of “ pacifism” 
which Mr. Bryan has represented is not 
merely certain to fail, but is certain to 
do an infinity of harm to the peace 
cause and to be generally as disas- 
trous in practical politics as it has been 
on this occasion. 

Mr. Bryan’s method, like that of so 
many who proclaim themselves peace- 
makers, has been based on the assump- 
tion that the first and last requisites 
for the maintenance of peace are high 
aspirations and good intentions; that 
in some way a high morality can be 
made a substitute for a knowledge of 
facts, and that war can be kept at bay 
by stirring rhetoric. ‘This whole as- 
sumption—that war is due to evil in- 
tention and can be prevented by a cor- 
rection of intention—i&’ fundamentally 
false. It has been left for perhaps the 
best intentioned and most pdcifically 
minded leaders of any administration 
in American history to precipitate the 
most dubiously just war against people 
whom the president himself holds 
blameless. ‘ 

Emotional rhetoric will no more protect 
us from the law of cause and effect when 
it is good in intention than when it is mere 
demagogy. There is a type of pacifism, and 
unhappily it is the most conspicuous in 
the United States, which ignores this truth, 
which is assuming that “a high morality 
is a substitute for facts,” to use Mr. An- 
gell’s pungent phrase. This “ goes” on 
the Chautauqua circuit. It may be a na- 
tional curse in the state department. 

There is a type of pacifism which seeks 
to face and understand facts and thus to 
meet them. It works for practical meas- 
ures, for treaties, for the evolution of inter- 
national law and appropriate tribunals for 
ite application, for mutual understanding 
and the cultivation of friendly relations 
between peoples, especially trade relations, 
etc., etc. But pacifism of this kind does 
not play the ostrich. It does not deny the 
existence of war while dodging bullets. It 
does not ignore the existence of selfish inter- 
ests. It even respects them. It does not 
announce the millennium. — 

This is the pacifism that makes for peace. 
False pacifism makes for war in its most 
destructive form. False pacifism asks that 
nations should enter a state of sentimental 
self-abnegation. ‘True pacifism respects the 
right of self-defense. 

No better statement recently has been 
made of the moral position of the true 
pacifist than the following from the Rey. 
Dr. Lyman Abbott addressed to the Navy 
league: 

I am here tonight simply to make 
a confession of my faith 1 am 
a Christian minister, I recogriize 
Jesus Christ as my supreme master, — 
whose spirit, above all things, I 
wish to possess,.and incidentally I ama 
member of half a dozen peace societies; 
and it is because I am a member of 
half a dozen peace societies, and be 

cause I am a Christian minister, and 
because I have for fifty years devoted 
myself to his service, and because he ig 
my supreme master, that I, owning al- 
legiance to him, advocate an adequate 
navy. 

The character of a navy, a8 of an 
individual, is determined not by its 
acts, but by its motives. If a nation 
is dominated by the greed of territory, 
by political ambition, or by selfish fear 
for its own interest, it is an ignoble na- 
tion; if it is dominated by the spirit of 
justice, of humanity, and of chivalry, it 
is a noble nation; and it is just as igno- 
ble if it is governed by fear as if it is 
governed by greed or ambition. Weak- 
ness and fear always go together, and 
strength and courage always go to- 
gether. The message to Israel through 
Joshua was: ‘Be-strong and of good 
courage.” I believe that is a divine 
message to the American people and to 
all nations that will listen to the voice 
divine. What muscle is to the individ- 
nal, that the army and navy are to na- 
tions. Weakness tends to fear, strength 
to courage, and fear as a dominating . 
motive always tends to deteriération of | 
character. Put a great population under 
the power of fear, and you have a de- 
graded nation. I want tosee the young 

_ men of this pation grow strong, there 
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sible 


killed tm a football game. I want this 

_ nation strong, so I want to see it 
equipped with the etrength that begets 
courage; and I advocate an adequate 
navy, not merely to protect ourselves. 
from assault, not, certainly, that we 
may equal our neighbors in the die 
play of arms, but that we may be strong 
to do and dare wherever duty calls us 
to act. 

Just across our border now for « 
year anarchy has been going on. Two 
bands of brigands have been fighting 
one another, and one is no more re 
spectable than the other. They have 
murdered Americans, and Germans, 

Spaniards; they have robbed and 
; and we have waited with pa- 
tiente. And now at last we have sent 
our navy down there, and some critics 
of the administration say, “ This is 
queer; you have done nothing while 

Americans were murdered and prop- 

erty was taken, and now, because ofan 

insult to our flag, you send a navy 
there,” and I answer, “ Better late than 
never.” 

I do not criticise the administration. 

I have been very, very glad I was not 

the president of the United States, or 

even the secretary of the navy. They 
have been in a very difficult position 
and patience wae better than too rapid 

action. What we ought to have done I 

do not discuss, what we ought to do 

now I do not discuss, but one thing I 

affirm: We ought not to ask of our fears 

what we can do, we ought not to ask 
how we can get power or territory, but 
we ought to ask what chivalry and jus- 
tice and humanity and fair dealing to 
the ill treated demand. Courage pe- 
mands something of us, not weakness, 

So I believe in a nation’s equipping 
itself with strength, because only so can 
it equip itself with courage. I have 
great respect for some of my friends 
who advocate disarmameat—for them, 
and not for their opinions; and yet L 
believe the policies which they edvo- 
cate would inevitably lead to the de 
terioration of the nations which they 
seek to serve. 

For asserting the right of self-defense, 
for favoring an adequate navy, Dr. Ab- 
bott was refused reélection as vice presi- 
dent of the Peace society, which is domi- 
nated by the Carnegie-Jordan-Mead type 
of pacifist. There is need of a sturdy preach- 
ing of Dr. Abbott’s sane thought to coun- 
teract the shallow sentimentalism of the 
false pacifists and wake public opinion to 
a realization of congressional mishandling 
of the national defense. The pork barrel 
politician has welcome support for his 
neglect of the army and navy when false 
pacifism is preached. That support should 
be counteracted by a vigorous propaganda 
in the interest of preparedness. Thies duty 
should not be left to the press. It should 
be shared by the pulpit, by public men in 
or gut of office, by citizens in their asso- 
ciations. Just now we are having our dis- 
graceful unpreparedness disclosed. This 
should precipitate intelligent opinion upon 
congress. Let us get something substan- 
tial accomplished now before we are taught 
our folly in blood and humiliation.

OW’S milk enters largely into the 
food supply of the present day. Its 
products—butter and cheese, con- 
densed milk, malted milk, and ice 
cream—are among the staples. It 

is used in the culinary department of every 
household in many ways. Its most impor- 
tant use as a food is in the raw state, and 
especially by children. 

Any criticism that applies to raw milk 
as a food for children applies also to adults, 
but in lesser degree, for with adults it rare- 
ly is the sole article of diet at any meal, 
and in any evil event adults are better able 
to withstand the harm any single item of 
| their varied diet may do than children are. 


~~ 

It is claimed for cow's milk that it is a 
natural human food; that it contains the 
necessary elements of nourishment, and that 
it is easily digested and is especially com- 
mended in the diet of children. 

These ideas of milk gained currency in 
the days when practically everybody kept 
his own cows and the milk was obtained 
twice every day and was consumed while 
it was fresh. It was not then necessary 
that any of it should be more than twelve 
hours old, and much of it could be used 
before it was two hours old. 

City dwellers rarely get their milk now 
before it is twenty-four hours old. Some 
of it is not used before it is seventy-two 
hours old, and sometimes it is still older. 

-_- . 

Nature provides that milk go direct from 
the mother to the offspring without ex- 
posure to the air or any contamination, and 
without change of temperature, and it may 
be laid down as an elementary principle 
that the nearer we keep to nature and its 
methods the nearer we are to being right. 

~_?- 

Bacteria grow and multiply in cow's milk 
at room temperature with great rapidity. 
In addition to the filth bacteria of the barn- 
yard, milk may become infected with the 
germs of contagious disease. 

The older the milk the greater has become 
the increase of the infection, and the larger 
the dose of such infection the more cer- 
tain is the development of the disease in 
the victim who drinks it, and nattrally 
the more virulent the attack will be. 

If the milk be consumed within a few 
hours after the milking time, even if in- 
fected and before the germ has had time 
to multiply, the disease may be escaped; 
or, if contracted, the chance of recovery 
will be greatly increased. 

Epidemics of typhoid fever and scarlet 
fever have been traced directly to the milk 
supply, where persons suffering from these 
diseases handled the milk and infected i# 
at the dairy. 

~~ 

Cow's milk begins to deteriorate as to 
its digestibility and wholesomeness from 
the moment it has been exposed to the air. 
Under the best methods of production it 
has caught up from the air from 300 to 
1,000 bacteria to eacn teaspoonful. In 
twenty-four hours, unless checked by cold, 
they have multiplied to 1,000,000 or even 
more to the teaspoonful, 

Many of these germs are the bacteria of 
stable manure and when taken in large 
numbers are irritating to the stomach and 
intestines of infants. 

They cause vomiting and diarrhea, a 
disease of children which is commonly 
ealled “summer complaint.” It is uigniy 
fatal in hot summer weather and occurs 
in the bottle-fed more or less all through 


the year. 


~~. 

AGE OF MILK.—For six hours after 

cow’s milk is drawn, bacteria do not grow 
readily in it, which indicates that until it 
is six hours old it has some power to re- 
tard the growth of germs. After milk is 
six hours old the bacteria multiply hour 
by hour in increasing ratio until it becomes 
sour. 
The exact age at which milk becomes 
sour to the taste depends upon the amount 
of dirt bacteria that get into it at milking 
and its temperature. 

In summer heat it may sour within twen- 
ty-four hours. If clean to start with and 
if speedily reduced in temperature to fifty 
degrees Fahrenheit, or below, and con- 
stantly kept there, it will keep from sour- 
ing for several days. 

It must, however, be kept in mind that 
long before it is sour to the taste it is dan- 
gerous for children’s diet. As the _un- 
countable generations of bacteria multiply, 
live, and die they consume much of the 
nutrient principle of the milk and leave 
the useless, if not toxic, properties of their 
dead still in the milk. 

Such milk is less nourishing for adults, 
and to expect a child, with its delicate di- 
gestion, to thrive when fed with it is wholly 
irrational. 

As milk stands the cream rises, and it 
can never again be mixed as completely 
as it was originally. This is ao additional 
reason for using it fresh. 

~ 

Consumers of milk must learn that poor 
milk or cheap milk is worth nothing as an 
article of diet. It is even worth less than 
nothing, for it certainly will disarrange a 
delicate stomach, while new, fresh milk, 
produced under clean conditions from 
healthy cows, is of priceless value if used 
as an afticle of diet for the young. 

Six hour old milk is worth very much 
more than twelve hour milk. Twelve hour 
milk ie worth double that of forty-eight 
hour milk; while milk more than forty- 
eight hours old is not fit diet for children, 
except that it be produced and constantly 
kept under the most favorable conditions. 


—~ 

AS INFANT DIET.—Milk in oature is 
infant diet only. Not alone is this true of 
man, but throughout the enimal kingdom. 
As the young grow the teeth appear, and 
they should be used on solid food. Liquid 
food may be a useful adjunct, but it should 
not predominate. 

Physicians sometimes prescribe milk for 
adults, but it may be pointed out that in 
patients sick with typhoid fever, where a 
milk diet bas had its greatest vogue with 
physicians, the infant conditions in some 
particulars are again set up—the patient 
is helpless and partakes of no other food. 

Even in the treatment of this disease 
medical opinion is changing and milk as 
a sole diet has fewer advocates than for- 
merly. 

Milk is répugnant to many people and 
often is quite indigestible in both young 
and old even at its best. :

They can make as much 
speed while running as the steam roads, 
and they could, by running over the city’s 
system of passenger transportation, deliver 
the milk at widely distributed points in the 
city. 

In addition, while the electric lines were 
hauling milk they could haul eggs and 
garden truck and other things that are

CITY DELIVERY OF MILK.—S$o 
long as there is but one delivery of milk\a 
day from the country, there is not ec 
sense in hauling milk twice a day to the 
consumer. The milk man properly argues 
that there is no gain in bringing back to 
the consumer the same milk that he had 
at his door in the morning. ' 

His argument cannot be disputed whe 
the consumer owns an icebox, but it is an- 
other story in the homes of the poor, who 
cannot afford the luxury of an icebox. A 
twelve hour supply cannot be cared for 
without ice during the hot months of the 
summer, |

If we are to have but one delivery a day, 
why not have the milk delivered in the 
evening instead of in the morning. That 
would put the milk into the hands of 
mothers twelve hours earlier and add 
mightily to the chances of the babies. | 

It would have other advantages. The 
delivery wagons in large cities now start 
upon their routes at the unearthly hour of 
- 0 clock in the morning and are througb 
in time to go to the railroad station to re. 
move the fresh supply ‘from the cars and 
haul it to the depots of the dealer. Eve 
body then rests while the milk goes 
aging until the following morning. 

It would be more sensible to deliver the 
milk in the afternoon and evening, when 
the household is awake té take care of it 
instead of putting it on the doorstep at > 
3, 4; or 5 o’clock in the morning to freeze 
and break in the wintertime or sizzle and 
rot in the morning sun of the summer 

It would be worth something to the sick 
suffering, and sleepless ones to be rid of the 
noise of the rattling wagons in the early 
morning hours. 

One naturally wonders why the delivery 
wagons should not meet the trains at the 
depot when they arrive from the country 
and start at once with the milk to the con- 
sumer. 

Why should it be loaded on the 
hauled to a depot, and allowed cane 
twelve hours or more, and be reloaded 
again for delivery?

I paid $25 to cover six months’ instruc- 
tion. Jan. 19 I received this letter: 

“ We regret to inform you that, owing to 
the fact that the general collections on the 
accounts of the students who are taking up 
the traffic course with us have been so poor, 
we have been compelled to discontinue the 
work and close our classrooms.” 

April 21 I received this letter from a col- 
lection firm: 

“We wish to know at once what you 
propose to do about paying the $15 of in- 
stallments that are now a long time past 
due upon your $75 note that we purchased 
and thatyouoweus. . . . Please send 
us the money due as above by return mail 
and oblige.” Pr. a Be 

In view of the fact that this school has failed to 
supply the instruction which they agreed, you are 
not liable to them on the notes which you signed. 
It is possible that these notes were transferred 
to a purchaser who paid a valuable consideration 
for them, without any notice of the failure of this 
school to meet its obligations. In this event it is 
possible that you are still Mable on the notes. 
However, this does not seem probable, and we 
advise you to refuse to pay anything further. 
In the event that suit is started it would be ad- 
visable for’ members of this class to unite in re- 
taining an attorney to represent them.

Empire of the Incas. 

It is certain that the Incas built a great 
city and that for generations this was the 
capital of their empire, that reached 2,000 or 
6000 miles north and-south. The Inca 
dominions took in what is now the city of 
Quite, in Ecuador, and extended to far below 
where now stands Santiago, the capital of 
Chile, 

Cusco itself then contained over 200,000 
inhabitants and the people ruled from it were 
pumbered by the tens of millions. They 
were by far the most civilized of all South 
America, and it is g question whether they 
were not more advanced than the Aztecs. 
They constructed wonderful buildings with 

and palaces and great fortifications, 
ruins of which I shall describe later on. 

The Incas knew how to mine gold and 
silver and were skillful in the smelting and 
refining of copper and lead. They had cop- 
per tools and they were expert goldsmiths 
end silversmiths. They took the wild 

Tamas and alpacas of the pampas and 
tamed them. They made the llamas their 
beasts of burden, and from the wool of the 
tipica they wove all sorts of garments and 
beautiful blankets. They made hats and 
shoem, and were skilled in dyeing. 

These Incas, whose ancestors date back 
almost to the time of Christ’s birth, knew 
@mething of astronomy. They observed the 
t@tinoxes and the eclipses of the moon and 
ie sun. They had a land system and were 
skilled in the building of roads. They knew 
tmething of arithmetic and made calcula- 
teas by means of knots of strings of different 
colors. They had musical instruments like 
tome that their descendants play upon to- 
tay Gnd it is said that they had songs of 
lov making, and even plays and a drama.

Cathedral of Cuzco. 


The cathedral of Cuzco is perhaps the 
richest of all the Catholic churches on the 
South American continent. It is a vast 
museum of carvings plated with gold, of won- 
derful paintings, some of which were made 
by the old masters, ahd of chapels whose 
altars are solid silver and whose woodwork 
is plated with gold. 

Some of the paintings are forty feet high 
and twenty feet wide, and there is a painting 
of the “‘ Last Supper ’’ that measures about 
80x40 feet in size. Several are by Murillo, 
one is by Vandyck, and several are by 
Domenichino. One of the altars was present- 
ed by Charles V. of Spain and some of the 
paintings were given by Philip II. 

I went into the sacristy. This is a museum 
of antique carving and painting, and in one 
of the walls is a vault filled with treasures, 
including gold, silver, and precious stones. 
The total value is said to be more than §1,- 
000,000, and a large part of this is made up 
by what is known as the custodia, a box that 
contains the sacrament at the times of pro- 
cessions. This box is of solid gold. It weighs 
thirty-six pounds, and it was made of gold 
plates that were taken from the Inca Temple 
of the Sun. The diamonds and emeralds upon 
it’ are worth more than the gold, These 
treasudes are stored away in a closet with a 
door of wrought iron, so rude that it could be 
opened by any safe breaker or common 
United States burglar. 

As I stood in the cathedral mass was being 
celebrated.

Under the sheds 
are zinc counters upon which the meat is laid 
out for sale, and farther over are sheds for 
vegetables, where the Indian and Cholo wom- 
en sit on the stones with their wares piled 
around them. Still farther over are sheds 
for fruits, and in the wide, open spaces out 
in the sun they are selling fuel consisting 
of wood, llama droppings, and charcoal. 


Home of the Potato.

UNIQUE HISTORY. 


Venerable British Institution 
That Cares for the Seafaring 
Man to Celebrate Ita Four Hun- 
dredth Anniversary on May 20.

Although Trinity house celebrates on 
Wednesday week the 400th anniversary of 
the grant of its charter on May 20, 1514, by 
Henry VIII., yet it traces back its history 
to the days of Alfred the Great, since which 
time it has always been associated with the 
name of the Trinity. 

Here in America its title is best known as 
being that of the institution which in the 
early part of the seventeenth century, being 
intrusted by the state with the responsibility 
of surveying all shipping built, hired, or 
purchased by the government, reported in 
1618, ag totally unfit for public service aud 
as unseaworthy, a vessel named the May~ 
flower, which had been offered for sale to 
the crown at a cheap price. 

In consequence of this report the May- 
flower was rejected and was thereby enabied 
to subsequently bring the Pilgrim Fathers to 
this country. That the Trinity house report 
in this particular instance was unwarranted 
is best shown by the fact that. the Mayflower 
survived many years its memorable voyage 
across the Atlantic ocean to Plymouth Rock 
and was ultimately wrecked off the coast of 
India. : 


Reverenced by Skippers, 

There is no seafaring man in the world who 
is not familiar with the name of Trinity 
house, and who does not regard this vener- 
able institution with a certain degree of rev- 
erence. For not only does it provide for 
superannuated skippers and often the closing 
stages of their voyage down the river of iife, 
but it has also for hundreds of years veer 
responsible for the lighting and buoying of 
British waters in various portions of the 
globe. 


Given Great Powers, 

Bluff King Hal, when he granted the char- 
ter of fmcorporation to what was then the 
Trinity Guild of Pilots, Seamen, and Mari- 
ners, at Deptford Stroud, in the county of 
Kent, recited in the document that he grant- 
ed the charter in sign of “ the sincere and 
entire love and likewise devotion which we 
bear and have toward the most glorious and 
undividable Trinity,’’ and as a further sign of 
his royal favor placed under the direct con- 
trol of the guild all the royal dockyards and 
national arsenais then in existence. 

The corporation narrowly escaped dissolu- 
tion during the two successive reigns, but de- 
veloped when Elizabeth came to the throne, 
its powers being considerably enlarged by the 
virgin queen. It was intrusted by her with 
the duty of putting down piracy, with the 
direction of the construction and designing of 
ships, as well as with the responsibility of 
surveying them when built, hired, or pur- 
chased by the government. 

It determined the size and equipment of 
every fleet that left British shores, and, in the 
words of a historian of those days, “‘ nota 
gun, not a charge of powder, nora round of 
shot, was placed on board any vessel, wheth- 
er belonging to the government or.not, with- 
out a Trinity House certificate." 


Control of Lighthouses. 
It was during the reign of Queen Bess, 
too, that the Trinity House corporation first 


undertook the lighting of the British coast,

More recently Trinity House has been re- 
lieved by the various shipping acts of much

The headquarters of the corporation, Trin- 
ity House as it is called, is situated on Tower 
hill, adjoins the tower of London, and was 
built about 130 years ago from designs by 
Wyatt, being the third house built for- the 
corporation. The first was destroyed by the 
great fire of London in 1866; while the sec- 
ond building was situated in Water lane, 
Deptford. 


Courtroom Magnificent. 


The courtroom of the present home of the 
Trinity Brethren is a magnificent chamber, 
richly decorated, while the wals of this, as of 
the other apartments of the bullding, are 
adorned with rare old portraits, with flags 
taken by Sir Francis Drake, Sir Walter Ra- 
leigh, by Nelson, and by other celebrated 
English commanders from the enemy and 
with relica from the Spanish armada. 

Trinity house may be well described as one 
of the oldest of those departments of the 
British government which are virtually in- 
dependent, both of the national treasury and 
of the crown, and which manage their 
finances without the intereference or super- 
vision pf parliament. 

In the same way that the College of Heralds 
is permitted to maintain itself in existence, 
by means of charging heavy fees for the reg- 
istration of titles, for the grants of armorial 
bearings, for geneaological researches, and 
for management of state functions, so has 
Trinity house been allowed during more than 
three centuries to amass enormous wealth 
by levying pilotage and lighthouse dues on 
all vessels entering English ports. 

The actual work of Trinity house is done by 
a baker's dozen of professional elder breth- 
ren, composed partly of officers of the royal 
navy and partly of veteran skippers of the 
mercantile marine, but who by virtue of a de- 
cree granted by King George V., have all of 
them the status and rank of captains of the 
royal navy. 


Assessors in Admiralty Cases. 


They act as assessors in admiralty cases in 
the high courts of justice and constitute the 
chief pilotage authority of the United King- 
dom. The are elected by the younger 
brothers of Trinity, who also elect a num- 
ber of honorary elder brethren, recruited 
from among the leading statesmen of the 
day. 

Among those who have been honored in this 
fashion have been the Duke of Wellington, 
the celebrated Premier William Pitt, also 
Palmerston, W. E. Gladstone, and Beacons- 
field. . 

King George was the master of Trinity 

until he came to the throne, having suc- 
ceeded his uncle, Prince Alfred, Duke of 
Edinburgh and of Coburg, the sailor son of 
Queen Victoria, in that position. The pres- 
ent master is the Duke of Connaught, whilst 
the elder brethren comprise Premier Asquith, 
ex-Premier Balfour, ex-Premier Lord Rese- 
bery, Joseph Chamberlain, the Marquis of 
Crewe, and Sir Ernest Shackleton, the Ant- 
arctic explorer. 
The uniform of the brethren of Trinity is 
wholly naval, that of the younger brethren 
being assimilated to the garb of a senior 
lieutenant of the royal navy, while that of 
the elder brethren is almost identical with 
that of the captains of the fleet.

Curiously enough, Oliver Cromwell fell 
foul of the corporation and deprived it of 
most of its prercgatives, which were only 
restored and enlarged after the restoration 
of Charles II., thanks to the influence of 
Pepys, author of the celebrated “ Diary,” 
who as a reward for his services in the mat- 
ter was admitted to the ranks of the Younger 
Brothers of Trinity.

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Scientific World of Russia Is Puzzled 
to Explain Its Continued 
Shrinkage.

Washington, D. C., May 9.—[Special. ]—Op- 
posing the Newlands trade commission bil! 
on the ground that it grants too broad 
powers to the commission, and that its pro- 


| visions would work hardship on innumerable 


law-abiding corporations, a committee of 
the Illinois committee of the Chicago As- 
sociation of Commerce appeared before the 
senate interstate commerce committee today 
and urged the adoption of a bill prepared 
by their organization. 

The bill advocated by the assoctation would 
confine the authority of the proposed trade 
commission to the investigation of business 
in relation to the existing anti-trust lews. 
It would give the commission power to 
award reparation to any complainant who 
could show that he had been injured by any 
person, firm, or corporation on account of 
transgression of the anti-trust laws, and 
would permit the commission te enter pesi- 
tive orders declaring the acts of persons, 
firms, corporations, and associations were 
not in violation of the statutes. 

Those who appeared before the committee 
were Thomas Creigh, Cornelius Lynde, and 
A. W. Shaw. 


Tells Fears of Business. Men. 

“Business men have a feeling of uncer- 
tainty because they do not understand just 
what the Sherman law permits them to do,” 
Mr. Creigh said. “‘ The public benefit which 
unquestionably is to be found in the act has 
been obscured by the decisions of the courts. 
Business men are afraid to associate to- 
gether for the purpose of eliminating exist- 
ing evils for fear that they may be indicted. 

“We feel certain that a single commis- 
sion to investigate solely the application of 
the principles of the Sherman law and to 
apply them to all business, corporate or in- 
dividual, would be better than the present 
system, where we have the constant fear 
that a grand jury will becalled to investigate 
us without giving us any notice, and possibly 
bringing indictments without giving us a 
chance to be heard. 

“ Business, generally epeaking, is honest 
rather than dishonest. Business men want 
to do justice rather than injustice. The 
Association of Commerce believes that there 
should be the fullest publicity of what is 
going on in business with reference to the 
Sherman law, but we do not want to con- 
tinue present conditions where a discharged 
employé may make unfounded charges that 
result in a grand jury investigation and pos- 
sibiy an indictment. 


Thinks There Is Some Remedy. 

“ We don’t think that business men ought 
to be compelled to pay the costs of a crim- 
inal prosecution im order to find out whether 
they are conducting their business within the 
law. ‘There ought to be some body which 
can cure existing evils. 

“In your bill the investigating powers of 
the commission are not limited to the appli- 
cation of the Sherman law. It is too broad. 
Your bill requires the filing of reports on 
all phases of business, and it would entail 
a great amount of work and@ be a real hard- 
ship to thousands of small business con- 


cerns.”’ 
Thinks Unions Are Exempt. 

Mr. Lynde declared that by its phraseology 
the Newlands bill would exempt labor or- 
ganizations and farmers’ associations from 
the jurisdiction of the trade commission,

THORNTON SHIFTS ON TOLLS 


Louisiana Senator Who Support- 
ed Exemption Explains. 


SEES SHIP TRUST SUBSIDY. 


Says Vessel Owners Agree on Rates 
and Eliminate Competition. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., May 9.—[Special.]—Re- 
mission of Panama canal tolls to the coast- 
wise trade would make the shipping trust 
richer and the people poorer. 

This was the principal contention of Sen- 
ator Thornton of Louisiana, Democrat, ina 
speech in the senate today advocating re- 
peal of the tolls exemption provision. 

Senator Thornton voted for the exemption 
in 1912, but since reading the report of the 
house investigating committee disclosing the 


. existence of the coastwise shipping monopoly 


he has decided, he said, that it would be 
wrong to grant a subsidy to this creature of 
special privilege. 

“TI did not know before that,” he said, with 
reference now to the Atlanticand gulf coast- 
wise trade, “ that it was practically ea trust 
controlled through private understandings 
between vessel owners that could not be 


reached by law, and that practically no com- 
petition exists among them, either as te 
territory served og rates charged. 


Sees Maximum Rates Charged. 

“ The resultant effect is that their charges 
are regulated not by the cost of operation, 
but by the ability of the owners to make the 
traffic pay all that it will bear.” 

The senator took Senator Townsend of 
Michigan to task for charging that sena- 


tors are impelled by railroad influences to - 


advocate repeal of tolls exemption. 

“If the senator,” said Mr. Thornton, 
“knows of any of his colleagues who would 
so far forget his public duty that he is or 
could be influenced by his vote by any rail- 
road influence, intrastate, interstate, or 
transcontinental, it is his duty to the senate 
to make the fact known so that member can 
be driven from the body he disgraces. 

“If he does not know it he should be more 
careful of his utterances for we cannot blame 
outsiders for making such charges against 
members if they are made or strongly im- 
plied by one of our own members.”

Summer high schools will open on June 
29 and the term will be extended from seven 
to eight weeks unless the board on Wednes- 
day everrules the action of the school man- 
agement committee.

LAUDE RAY HENDRIX, premier 
pitcher of Joe Tinker’s Chifeds, and 
. possibly the premier pitcher of the 
entire Federal league, regards Fri- 
day, Jan. 23, 1914, as the most im- 
portant day of his life with the lone ex- 
ception of April 13, 1889, for without the 
happening of the 1889 daté there would 
have been no Claude Hendrix present to 
defy the Friday hoodoo and the “ Skidoo " 
number in January. 

Because “ ball player signs contract for 
life’ reposes in jar 79 on a back shelf of 
B. L. T.’s cannery the biographer can only 
say that on Jan. 23 Hendrix signed a three 
year contract to play ball with the Chicago 
Federal league club. That was in the aft- 
ernoon. That same evening he was mar- 
ried to Miss Mabel Nelson of Spring Hill, 
Kas. Both events took place in Kansas 
City. Hendrix is still satisfied with both ar- 
rangements. (Editor's note to reader—The 
Qualifying word still in the preceding sen- 
tence is intended to apply Only to the base- 
ball contract and to cast no future doubts 
on the matrimonial contract).

The athletic looking spitball artist admits 
he jumped from the Pittsburgh Pirates and 
organized baseball because he was offered 
a larger salary than he had been receiving. 
The independent organization needed a few 
headliners and Hendrix was one of those 
chosen, so when R. D. Buckingham of the 
Chicago club concluded the negotiations in 
Kansas City, Hendrix signed a document, 
which rumor says calls for a Salary of 
$7,000 per annum in exchange for the pro- 
jection of his moist delivery to Opposing 
batsmen. The appetizer which Bucking- 
ham held forth for Hendrix's jump to the 
Feds was a cash advance payment of $5,000, 
The jump into matrimony had been con- 
templated for some time, and that $5,000 
- hana toward feathering the nest clinched 
Hendrix is one of the real major league 
Stare whom the Federals iured away from 
the ranks of organized baseball before the 
organized fellows really began to realize 
that the new organization was more than 
a conversation league. As soon as they did 
they rushed out their trusty agents and 
signed those not already enrolled. If Pitts- 
burgh should win the pennant in the Na- 
tional league—and its chances would be 
considerably stronger if Hendrix were still 
in the fold—perhaps Claude may wonder 
whether his jump (baseball, not matri-

It was with Pittsburgh in 1912 that Hen- 
drix, then a youngster only 28 years old, 
sprang from comparative obscurity te @ 
position as the most successful pitcher in 
the National league. He topped the list of 
successful hurlers with a record of twenty- 
four victories and nine defeats, slightly 
better on the percentage basis than the 
twenty-six victories and ten defeats of 
Larry Cheney, another spitballer who 
jumped into fame that year with the Chi- 
cago Cubs. 

Hendrix had been with the Pirates ia 
1911, but until pretty well along in the sea- 
s0n was used mostly to finish games which 
already were hopelessly lost or were safely 
won. His record had been four won and 
six lost. 


-~o- 

Last season Hendrix hurt his arm during 
the spring training trip while playing soo- 
cer in the big armory at Louisville ona day 
too wet for outside work. Examination 
showed that tendons in his elbow and 
shoulder were strained and he went to Bone- 
setter Reese for repairs. The injury af- 
fected his play all season and Hendrix 


seemed unable to get his former break on 
the spitter. At that he won fourteen and 
lost fifteen games on a team which finished 
slightly above the 500 mark in the per- 
centage table, and he ranked twenty-first 
among National league hurlers in effective- 
ness. Unlike most pitchers, Hendrix is a 
handy wielder of the bat, and compiled a 
swat average of .273 last year. 

Hendrix’s chief stock in trade is the 
moist delivery, which, of course, he bluffs 
frequently with a fast ball which has a 
good hop on it when he is going right. He 
is an atheltic looking chap of 190 pounds 
weight, and reaches an altitude of six 
feet. He is a regular boy in disposition and 
good spirits, with a distinctly pleasing per- 
sonality, and has no bad habits. 


~o 

Claude was born in Olathe, Kas., a city of 
7,000 population, which is about twenty- 
five miles from Kansas City. He is the only 
child of American born parents, who trace 
German, English, and Irish blood in their 
ancestry. His father is cashier of the 
Stillwell, Kas., estate bank. 

Hendrix attended the grammar and high 
schools of Olathe, where he was an out- 
fielder arid pitcher, and then matriculated 
at St. Mary’s college, Kansas, where he 
played full back and tackle on the football 
eleven and pitched for the baseball nine 
for two years. He then enrolled for one 
year at Fairmount college and pitched for 
the nine, but did not turn out for football. 

{n the summer of 1907 Hendrix took his 
first step toward a professional baseball 
career as pitcher for the Olathe Hagles, a 
gsemi-pro nine which played against other 
town teams. His remuneration was §5 per 
game. With Hendrix on the slab the Eagles 
were unbeaten until the final game of the 
season against the Kansas City Americap 
association nine. Hendrix fanned fourteen 
of the Blues and they failed to get a safe 
hit, but errors defeated the Eagles, 1 to 0

Hendrix signed with the Lincoln team of 
the Western league in 1908 at a salary of 
$125 a month, winning six and losing five 
games. In 1900 he was released to Peoria 
of the Three Eyes league, but was released 
unconditionally and joined the Salina, 
Kas., team, where he won twelve and lost 
eight games. 

In 1910 Hendrix accepted a position with 
the Cheyenne Indians at a salary of $175 
@ month and expenses. The Indians toured 
through Colorado, Wyoming, New Mexico, 
Texas, and western Kansas, Hendrix win- 
ning thirty-eight and losing five contests. 
In 1911 he joined the Pittsburgh Pirates 
under Fred Clarke, as previously related.

OF HARNESS NAGS 


Cleveland to Be Center of 
Early Activity in Horse 
World This Year. 


FINAL WORKOUTS IN OHIO 


Showing During First Races Not 
to Show Real Prowess of 
Campaigners. 


BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE. 

Cleveland is to be the center of early activ- 
ity in the harness horse world this year, as 
the Grand circuit opens there and a num- 
ber of prominent stables already have se- 
cured quarters and will go to the Ohio city 
for the final preparation of their horses. 

Murphy, Dean, Cox, and Geers are expect- 
ed before long, and after the few workouts 
the relative positions of their stake candi- 
dates will be fixed by the wise men with stop 
watches who always are in evidence on such 
occasions. What they discover will be inter- 
esting, but what they do not find out may be 
ecually so. 

As a rule the top trainers can “ cover up ” 
@ horse concerning which they do not want 
the public to know too much, and then, again, 
the horses themselves have a good deal to 
do with mystifying all hands as to their real 
prowess. 


Del Rey in Slow Class. 

A year ago, when Del Rey of the Cox 
string was regarded as easily the best of the 
slow class pacers, he apparently cinched the 
claims of his admirers by winning his first 
etart—at Cleveland—in what seemed pretty 
hollow fashion from the Murphy candidate, 
Frank Bogash Jr., in 2:06%, 2:04%, 2:06%. 

As matters eventuated, that 2:04% mile was 
the best to the credit of Del Rey during the 
season, the stallion being taken sick a few 
weeks later and never regaining his form. 
Bogash, on the other hand, performed with 
increasing brilliancy each week, and at Lex- 
ington in October placed a fitting capsheaf 
on his campaign by winning the best race of 
the year, a free for all, in which he took the 
first and second heats in 2:01%, 2:02%, and 
the fifth in 2:08% When Murphy wants to 
he can cover him up a good’ thing with the 
best of them and still not miss winning a 
heat in which it is possible for his horse to 
be the victor. 


Cites Case of R. T. CO. 

The big gelding R. T. C., with which the 
New York reinsman made a clean sweep of 
the grand circuit in 1911, is a case in point. 
When that horse came west to the opening of 
the grand circuit at Indianapolis he was not 
acclaimed as a probable winner, but, asa 
matter of fact, he had been a mile in his 
work at Poughkeepsie in 2:10, the last quar- 
ter in :30, and Murray had every confidence 
in the homely gelding with the marks of the 
plow harness on his shoulders. 

R. T. C. won his Indianapolis race, a 2:15 
class purse, in 2:12%, 2:12%. Two days later 
Geers started Ario Leyburn (about which 
there had been a lot of talk during his train- 
ing at Lexington) and won with him in 
straight heats, the time of each mile being 
2:07%. Those miles seemed more than to 
make good all that had been said abg@ut the 
Arion horse, and when he started the next 
week at Kalamazoo he was favorite over the 
field. 

R. T. C. won that race exactly as he pleased 


over a slow track in 2:08%, 2:08%, 2:08. 
He lost but one heat during the season, made 
all the other horses in his class look foolish, 
and took a record of 2:06%. 


Fooled Railbird Brigade. 

Yet the wisest folk of the railbird brigade, 
after seeing him win in 2:12% at Indianapo- 
lis and then witnessing some miles over the 
same track by Ario Leyburn in 2:07%, unani- 
mously agreed that Murphy’s horse was not 
much anj at Kalamazoo the odds against 
him were 15 tol. 

Wherefore it is of little use to ‘* pick ’em ” 
tefore they are ripe. This year the Murphy 
and Cox horses are much in evidence, while 
nothing is said as to Geers and the steeds he 
has wintered at Memphia Yet I am told 
he has a near’ high class trotter in Bertha 
Carey, 2:11%, which last season was one of 
the members of his string that did not do 
well, being taken with the prevailing sick- 
ness early in the campaign and not recov- 
ering the balance of the year. 

Bertha Carey was bred in California and 
is by Zombro. She is owned by R. J. Macken- 
zie, the Canadian railroad builder, who cam- 
paigns more horses than any other man, 
having representatives this year inthe Geers 
stable, those of Charles Dean and Nat Ray, 
while his own trainer, Charles De Ryder, 
is fitting half a dozen or so of the half hun- 
dred Mr. Mackenzie has at Pleasanton, 
Cal., for a trip down the grand circuit. 


Bertha Carey Looks Good. | 

After Bertha Carey had in some measure 
recovered from her 19183 sickness she was 
driven a mile in 2:07% before going into win- 
ter quarters, and Mr. Geers was so impressed 
with the way she did this that he now makes 
no secret of the fact that he considers the 
California mare high class in every way.

THE FIGHTING MAN. 


WILLIAM A. BRADY, Most Picturesque Figure in 
Sporting and Theatrical World, Tells of His Life. 


Tenth Installment: Corbett Evades the Coming Robert Fitzsimmons, Takes on Mitchell, and Wins $35,000 at Jacksonville.

HE defeat of Sullivan, even more than 

the victory of Corbett, gave a new in- 
terest to pugilism the world over. The 
hypnotic spell which the Boston giant 

had cast over the people had been 
broken. The Goliath in him had been slain, 
and, as usual, the David who did the job 
was little more than a stripling from Cali- 
fornia. And the mourners went about the 


streets; Sullivan was not invincible, after, 


all. The man who could scare his opponents 
to death by scowling at them was not a god, 
but a creature of flesh and blood, subject to 
the things that flesh and blood are heir to. 

And now that the big dog had been licked 
the other dogs began to come’ out of their 
holes and growl at him. If Corbett had re- 
mained champion as long.as Sullivan did 
there would probably have grown up in him 
the same hypnotic power over the aspirants 
of the pugilistic world that John L. had so 
effectively exerted. We are too apt to think 
that these men come only “ one in a box "'"— 
that they never had and never will have an 
equal. 

But those on the inside know that no man 
deteriorates more rapidly than a prize fight- 
er. He has many things to drag him down 
and small moral stamina with which to re- 
sist. The man who was invincible@ja few 
months ago might not today defeat a third 
rate fighter. That's why the public loses 
so much money on its old favorites; it doesn’t 
know conditions.

The New Orleans event, like aii others, 
brought in its wake the usual line of dissen- 
sion and rows. Few persons gave Corbett 
unqualified credit for his work. The Sul- 


livan public claimed that the big fellow had 


| been beaten because he was too old to fight;

that he had ‘“ gone to the well” once too 
often. Sporting writers argued that any- 
body could have done the job twice as quick- 
ly as Corbett did it—Fitzsimmons, Slavin, 
Jim Hall, Peter Jackson—anybody, in fact! 

Just then a man came from Ireland who 
had a terrible punch. His name was Peter 
Maher, and he became troublesome to Cor- 
bett at once. Fitzsimmons, too, was coming 
to the front. Even at this early period Cor- 
bett felt a fear of Fitzsimmons. He never 
had any use fora battle with him. He even 
went out of his way toavoid him. In fact. 
Corbett did not want to meet anybody witha 
punch. A clever boxer takes a chance when 
he goes into the ring with any man who has

the latter may be—and land a punch that 
will put him out of business. Even Mike 
Monahan, the gashouse giant whom Corbett 
boxed in Philadelphia, was dangerous, be- 
cause he might just close his eyes and go in, 
bing, bang, and hit you on the Jaw. 

Now, Robert Fitzsimmons was that kind of 
aman. He would take one wild chance to 
knock the other fellow out. He always had 
sense enough to get to his feet and fool 
around, and finally come across, even in a 
haphazard way, with what later became 
famous as his “ solar plexus blow.”’ 

Robert Fitzsimmons was the most remark- 
able man of any time. He was ungainly to 
the last degree, resembling more than any 


other man I know the animal that has made 
Australia famous. He had pipestem legs, 
the waist and shoulders of a Hercules, and 
the neck and heac of a kangaroo. He was 
the most remarkable boxer—the most re- 
markable fighter—of our time. He had 
strength, fighting sense, and terrific power 
in his left arm as well asin his right. Cor- 
bett, being a careful observer of all things 
pertaining to pugilism, was well aware of 
Fitzsimmons’ quality, and was careful to 
sidestep the issue of a contest with him 
whenever it was raised. 

Just then Charley Mitchell, who had lost 
control'‘of Slavin, came to America with Jim 
Hall of Australia and Squire Abingdon 


Baird. Baird was a typical English sporting 
squire. He had all kinds of money, and came 
to New York for the purpose of bringing 
about a match between Jim Hall and Fitz- 
simmons. This match was made. 

At the same time Mitchell was anxious to 
fight Corbett, and he got his man Baird to 
go down to the World office and put fifty 
$1,000 billa on the table for a match with the 
new champion. I found out that he was 
going to do this and, with the assistance of 
Leander Richardson, I scoured the city and 
raised an equal amount. When Baird put 
his money down on thetable, which was only 
intended as a bluff, I slammed $50,000 on top 
of it and said: *‘ The match is made!” 

Mitchell, seeing Baird’s money covered, 
but not weuting it to go that way, made so 
much fuss the bet was cut down to $5,000. 

—~- 

Just a word about Baird tn passing. It 
was said that that gentleman had on his per- 
son when he came to America 50,000 pounds. 
He went to New Orleans with Mitchell and 
Hall. Hall fought Fitzsimmons. Fitzsimmons 
knocked Hall out in four rounds, and a week 
later Squire Baird was found dead in a back 
room of the St. Charles hotel without a cent 
in his pocket! | 


After the Hal!l-Fitzsimmons ot we ar- 


ranged a match between Corbett and Mitch- 
ell which was to take place In Jacksonville, 
Fila. The purse was $25,000, and was offered 
by the leading citizens of Jacksonville as an 
inducement for us to go to that city. Cor- 
bett went to Mayport to train and Mitchell 
to St. Augustine. 

There was no law on the statute books of 
Florida that prohibited a boxing contest, but 
Gov. Mitchell decided that there should be 
no bout in that state. Meantime, a rumor 
was started that we were going to hold the 
match just over the state line in Georgia. 
Then the governor of Georgia got busy and 
ordered out a thousand militiamen to patrol 
the border and not let us in under any cir- 
cumstances. Next Gov. Mitchell ordered his 
‘mountain crackers” from all parts of 
Florida to Jacksonville to suppress the smal! 
bunch of terrible pugilists that had come on 
from New York. 


~~ 
The evening before the fight the Supreme 
court of Florida granted an injunction re- 
straining the governor from interfering with 
us. And strange to say, the first people who 
paid for tickets to see the fight were the 
members of the militia who had been ordered 
to stop it. There was no law, no police to pro- 
tect us in the arena, so we had to protect our- 
selves. Right back of Mitchell's corner, 
armed to the teeth and prepared for any 
action that might come up, were Bat Master- 
son and a man named Cénverse, who had 
been brought from Colorado to protect the in- 
terests of the Cockney. 


Back of our corner was a similar number 
of men who had been imported from New 
York City with the idea that Mitchell and 
Corbett were going to shoot up the place. 
Each man's second carried a six shooter, but 
there was no more occasion for all this arma- 
ment than there is for a policeman in a kin- 
dergarten. 

The fight was very short; in fact, the au- 
dience did not have time to get scated. Mit- 
chell never had any right to go into the ring. 
I doubt if he weighed over 160 pounds, while 


Corbett weighed about 185. Apart from the 


purse of $25,000, there was a side bet of $10,- 
000—half of which had been put up by poor 
Baird, who was now dead. Mitchell could 
easily have demanded that the entire thing be 
split. In fact, we believed that he would. 
Thousands of dollars were bet that he never 
would go into the ring,and one of the greatest 
surprises of my life was when I saw this natty 
little Englishman, with his head struck up ia 
the air, wending hir way to his corner. 

The referee was honest John Kelly and in 
our corner was Delaney, who had always 
seconded Corbett: a man named John Don- 
aldson, and Jack Dempsey, the famous light- 
weight, who at that time was half mad and 
who had been taken into Corbett’s training 
camp more out of charity than anything else. 
But Dempsey happened to play a very im- 
portant part before the event was finished. 


—~o- 

The battle started. Mitchell, as certain as 
a little game cock, walked up to Corbett and 
struck the first blow. Corbett returned vi- 
ciously. He took no chance, as it was al- 
ways his rule to do nothing in the first round 
but size up the enemy's tactics and get rid 
of his ring fear. The second round Corbett 
went at Mitchell viciously and knocked him 
down. But no sooner was the Englishman 
on the ground thar he began uttering dis- 
gusting and awful things about Corbett with 
the idea of making “‘ Pompadour Jim ” lose 
nis head. Corbett grew white with rage. 

On the count of nine, Mitchell was on his 
feet. Corbett landed on him and Mitchell 
promptly went down with a blow which 
practically lost himthe fight. Corbett, stung 
to the pofnt of madness by his opponent's 
vile epithets, lost his head, and it was evident 
to all that unless something was done he 
would strike or kick the prostrate man and 
lose by a foul. At this moment, to the amaze- 
ment of us all, crazy Jack Dempsey leaped 
over the ropes and ran over to Corbett and 
actually slapped him in the face. This 
brought the “‘ pompadour ” to his senses. 

If the referee had performed his duty prop- 
erly, the mere fact of Dempsey having 
jumped into the ring would have lost us 
the battle, but he overloked it. We re- 
ceived $235,000 for this bout.

Signed to special duty with the bureau 
of navigation. ; 

He then spent some time with the 
coast survey steamers Endeavor and

In October, 1882, he was on duty at 
the’ Boston navy yard, and then was 
ordered to the fish commission steamer 
Fistr Hawk. 

Perhaps the most dramatic part of 
his career was that of taking part in 
Schley’s relief expedition to find Gree- 
ly, who was lost somewhere near the 
north pole. Badger was the executive 
and navigating officer of the Alert, 
being second in command. 

For his participation in this ex- 
pedition—which was successful and 
reached the starving survivors of the 
Greely party just in time—Badger re- 
ceived the thanks of the Maryland 
senate and house. Jumping from the 
cold north to the tropics—after a short 
stay in the Washington nav yard— 
Badger went with the lennessee, 
which served with the expeditionary 
force on the Isthmus of Panama in 
April, 1885. oye

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The Franco — German War.

This Is the First of a Series of Articles on “Great Wars with Modern Weapons.”

HAT does wer with modern .weapons 
mean? 
The Franco-German war (1870- 
°71) may be cited as the first of con- 
flicts between nations in which the advanced 
breech loading guns were used. 

And here is a description of the horrors of 
Sedan from the pen of Archibald Forbes, an 
eyewitness : 

“The picture rises now before me of that 
terrible afternoon. The stern ring of German 
fire, ever encircling with stronger grip that 
plateau on which were huddled the Frenchmen 
as in the shambles; the storm of shell fire 
that tore lanes through the dense masses, bare 
to its pitiless blasts; the vehement yet impo- 
tent protests against the inevitable in the 
shape of furious sorties. 

“Now a headlong charge of Margueritte’s 
cuirassiers thundering in glittering steel clad 
splendor down the slope « Illy with an impe- 
tus that seemed resistless, till the fire of the 
German infantrymen smote the squadrons fair 
in the face and heaped the sward with dead 
and dying. Now the frantic gallop to their 
fate of a regiment of light horsemen on their 
gray Arab stallions, up to the very muzzles of 
the meedle guns which the German linesmen 
held with steadiness and unwavering. Now a 
passionate outburst of ri« trousered foot sol- 
diers, darting against a <aance gap in the 
tightening environment, too surely to be 
crushed by the ruthless flanking fire. 

“ No semblance of orders there, no token of 
leadership ; simply a hell in the heart of which 


writhed an indiscriminate mass of brave men, 
with no thought in them but of fighting it out 
to the bitter end! I shudder as I write at the 
recollection of the horrors of that ghastly field 
on the day after the battle. The ground was 
still slippery with blood, and in the hollows lay 
little puddles which made one faint. Napo- 
leon’s one wise act was his displaying the 


white flag on the afternon of Sedan. But, in 


their passion to keep on fighting, with what: 


fury the soldiers execrated him and his con- 
duct !”

A Battle That Shook Europe. 

Again this same writer tells of what he con- 
siders the most thrilling episode of that short 
but terrible struggle which astonished Europe 
by its unexpected character, revealing at once 
the solidity of Prussian strength and the hol- 
lowness of the imperial power in France. His 
description this time is of the singularly dra- 
matic climax of the battle of Gravelotte: 

“ All day long, from noon until] near the 
going down of the sun, the roar of the cannon 
and the roll of the musketry had been inces- 
sant. The deep ravine of the Mance between 
Gravelotte and St. Hubert was a horrible pan- 
demonium wherein seethed struggling masses 
of German soldiery, torn by the shell fire of 
the French batteries, writhing under the stings 
of the mitrailleuse, bewildered between inevi- 
table death in front and no less inevitable dis- 
grace behind. 


“ Again and again frantic efforts were being 


made to force up out of the hell in the ravine 
and gain foothold on the edge of the plateau 
beyond; and ever the cruel sleet of lead beat 
The long 


summer day was waning into dusk and the

fortunes of the battle still trembled in the 
balance, when the last reserve of the Germans 
——the Second army corps—came hurrying up 
toward the brink of the abyss. 

“In the lurid glare of the blazing village 
the German king stood by the wayside and 
welcomed his stalwart Pomeranians as they 
passed him. High over the roll of the drums, 
the blare of the bugles, and the crash of the 
cannon rose the eager burst of cheering as the 
soldiers answered their sovereign’s greeting 
and then followed their chiefs down into the 
fell depths of the terrible caasm. 

“The strain of the crisis was sickening as 
we waited for the issue in a sort of rapt spasm 
The old king sat with his 
back against a wall on a ladder, one end of

The Franco-German war proved that the 
intention of the Frénch emperor to cross the 
Rhine and push his armies between the south 
and north German states required superiority 
in numbers and a mobility at the very outset, 
besides good generalship. These advantages 
were suvu found to be all on the side of the 
Germans, whose perfect organization enabled 
every detail of mobilization to be completed 
speedily. 

And the feeling in Germany seemed to be 
organized like its military force; to move as 
harmoniously in obedience to fixed general 
laws, modified by passing events. The outburst 
of patriotism evoked by wanton aggression had 
leveled internal barriers, swallowed difference 
of political opinion. North Germans and 
South Germans, Libemls ami Reactionists, 
spoke in the same sense and on the one all 
engrossing subject. The nation had awakened 
to the full consciousness of its strength, to a

profound conviction of where its strength lay. 

French jealousy of the growing power of 
Prussia and the emperor’s anxicty to strength- 
en his government in the affections of the 
French people by reviving the military glory 
of the reign of his great uncle brought disas- 
trous results. The end came when nearly 500 
guns were playing upon the French, who were 
crowded into Sedan and under its white walls. 
The white flag was hoisted on the citedal, and 
the next day the emperor, who was with the 
army, surrendered with 83,000 men. 

What a greeting when ./ilhelm and Napo- 
leon met! The German, tall, upright, bluff, 
square shouldered, with the flash of victory 
from the keen blue eyes under the helmet, and 
the glow of good fortune on the fresh old face; 
the Frenchman bent with weary stoop of the 
shoulders, leaden faced, his eye droopiag, his 
lip quivering, bareheaded and disheveled. As 
the two claspel hands silently Napoleon’s 
handkerchief was at his eyes and the king’s 
face was working with emotion.

The Terrible Scenes at Sedan. 

And here is another picture of what -var 
with modern weapons means—the scenes at 
Sedan where Marshal MacMahon lay wounded: 

“The town was swarming with disbanded 
soldiers, every foot of space densely packed. 
Of the wounded some were in the churches, 
the houses, and the public buildings; many lay 
unheeded and jostled in the gateways and 
courtyards ; the dead were everywhere—in the 


gutters, trampled on by the living, on the 
swampy margin of the moat, littering the nar- 
row ways between the glacis and the ram 
parts, lying, some of them, on the steps of the 
churches. The sight was one never to be exor- 
cised. from the memory—a sight of misery, dit 
organization, and general deviltry assuredly 
unique in this generatién—an eddying welter 
of ferocious or despondent humanity, tram- 
pling recklessly over the dead and the wound- 
ed, the men now yelling for the blood of their 
officers, now struggling in fierce contention 
for a morsel of bread. ‘ 

“The tract charged over by the Chasseurs 
d’AYrique was a scene of terrible carnage. The 
Arab stallions ridden by those troopers bad 
died hard; in many cases they hed made 
graves with their struggles for their riders 
and themselves before they died. Higher up 
on the tableland there was fearful evidence of 
the power of shell fire at short range. Half a 
dozen headless corpses cotild be counted withbia 
a space of 200 yanis—thei~ heads had been 
blown away almost as lean as if they had 
been guillotined. Men disemboweled, trunks 
shattered into gory fragments, legs or arms 
blown away, were commcn but ghastly spec 
tacles that turned one sick.” 

The terms of the treaty, that followed were 
that France should surrender to Germany the 
greater portion of the provinces of Alsace and 
Lorraine, pay an indemnity of 5,000,000,000 
francs (about $1,000,000,000), and consent to 
the occupation of certain portions of French 


territory until the fine was paid.

When Miss Anna Jarvis bravely put forth 
her petition before the senate she already saw 
in her mind the joy and pleasure that were 
to be the mothers’ share each second Sunday 
in May when children remembered “ the best 
mother in the world—my mother.” 

There is no one who has not the time or 
the will to brighten a mother’s lonely life— 
it is only the press of business, the tense oc- 
cupation of making money, the worry of home 
life, or the rearing of children, which blurs 
the memory of distant years when mother wag 
the beginning and the end of all joys and 
sorrows. And with the patient wisdom of 
maternity, the mother realizes and forgives, 
patiently watching the mails, eagerly waiting 
for a visit. So little affection is needed to 
make her heart overflow with gladness. 

Somewhere Stephen Phillips talks about the 
“fierce ingratitude of. children loved.” And 
such is the common lot. Even so do our chil- 
dren act toward us, even so will their chil- 
dren behave toward them. It is not ingrati- 
tude, really, only the thoughtlessness, care- 
lessness, and the ruthless egotism of youth. 
But there is no mother worthy of the name,

In the midst of a busy day, no moment 
of an important deal is vital enough to cancel

The pictures on this page represent four 
well known phases of motherhood and are at 
the same time four of the most popular pic- 
tures in the world. 

The “ Sistine Madonna,” by Raphael, is the 
symbol of eternal motherhood. Mary and 
the infant Christ are worshiped by the re- 
lizious and the irreligious alike. To the shrine 
of that most valuable picture in the world 
come artists and laymen, priests and mur- 
derers and children, but there is not one who 
cannot understand; there is not one who can- 
not revere and adore the spirit of mother- 
hood which transfuses the canvas and il- 
lumines the face. That little side room in 
the gallery in Dresden, with its half drawn 
dark red curtains and its narrow bench for 
rapt observers has witnessed the rebirth of 
love in many a cold and world hardened 
heart. This response to universal mother- 
hood is one of the rarest attributes of the 
Virgin. 

“The Doctor,” by Luke Fildes, is a simple, 
bomely picture of one of the most gripping 
moments of a mother’ life. No one who has 
ever lived through it can look at the picture 
without a sudden choking pain of remem- 
brance. And dim and obscure as the figure 
ef the weeping mother is, it is she and her 
wrief which dominate the picture. She is the 
one of whom we first think, the eye traveling 
the picture over uatil it finds the bowed head 
and the husband's consoling hand on her shoul- 
der. 

The two panel pictures, “ Maternité,” by 
A. Toulmouche, and “ Mme. Vigée Le Brun 
and Her Daughter,” by Mme. Le Brun, both 
recall bours of careless thoughtfree play— 
hours which mother and child can never for- 
get. The drawing for “ Maternité” was made 
for a cover of a French magazine and by its 
universal appeal has created a furore int 
France which made it one of the most popue- 
lar pictures. ;

ERHAPS the people of no nation love 

their flag more devoutly than do Amer- 

icans. love “ Old Glory.” The “Stars and 

Stripes,” floating in the breeze, never fails 
to awaken a thrill in an American’s heart, ana 
nothing so arouses his patriotism as the report 
that the colors he has been taught from infancy 
to revere has been trampled upon by a foreign 
nation. 

But it must be admitted that the American 
people fail to give enough attention at times to 
the flying of our flag. For instance, on the day 
that the United States captured the port of Vera 
‘Cruz only thirteen flags could be seen from the 
roof of the Tribune building when a count was 
taken, and this included “ The Tribune’s” flag 
and three on public buildings. 

“There were a good many more American 
flags in Vera Cruz that day, and under them 
men of our army and navy were dying,” said 
“ The Tribune ” in an editorial. “ Whether that 
is war or not, the flag is on the firing line with 
brave men, our men, round it. The flag should 
be flying here at home, in recognition of that 
fact and in honor of the men who are stak‘ng 
their lives for the honor of the flag. Every roof 
should fly the colors, and windows should dis- 
play it. This is not jingoism. Whatever our 
theories of Mexican policy, whether we are for 
peace or war, this is the time to remind us that 
we are Americans, and that in the face of inter- 
national perils or responsibilities all Americans 
are one.” |

I know who has a lovely neck always kesps a half lemon 
on her wash stand. Just before she dries her neck every 
day she merely rubs a little lemon juice on it : 

You will find your carriage of utmost ‘mportance in 
filling out the hollows of a scrawny neck. Notice this 
in a mirror. With rounded shoulders the hollows appear, 
while with erect shoulders they are scarcely noticeable. 
Learn, therefore, to show your throat to the best advan- 
tage. A little practice before the mirror will prove to 
you the possibilities of this. At all times keep your chin 
up.

HERE are as great a variety of salads 

as soups, but in American usage these 

can all be grouped in four classes— 

green or lettuce salads, cooked vege- 

table salads, meat or fish salads, and fruit 

salads. There are also four classes of dress- 

ings or what are really cold sauces—French 

dressing, mayonnaise, cooked dressing, and 


cream dressing. 

The most universal salad, fortunately, is 
the green salad. With some peoples of the 
world salad and lettuce mean the same thing. 
It is undoubtedly the oldest or first salad, 
for we have directions for seasoning it which 


Oil and Vinegar. 

The expert salad mixer never puts the oil 
and vinegar and other seasonings together, 
but adds them separately to the salad. If 
a salad is perfectly mixed, and the materials 
are in the right condition no oil will be wast- 
ed by being left on the plate. But for some 
sorts of service it is most convenient to m!x 
the ‘‘F¥rench dressing.” Put the pepper 
and salt and perhaps a bit of mustard and 
other seasoning in a dish, add vinegar and 
then stir the oll, three times as much as 
vinegar, in briskly so that the dressing will 
be thick and creamy. Garlic rubbed or to 
the dish first heightens the flavor ard is 
much favored by the sophisticated. 


Inexpensive Quick Mayonnaise. 


One-fourth teaspoon of salt, one-half tea- 
spoon of mustard dissolved in one teaspoon 
ef cold water, a pinch of pepper freshly 
ground, one teaspoon of vinegar, one egg 
yolk, one-half cup of refined American cot- 
tonseed oil or peanut oll, and finally one or 
two -tablespoons of lemon juice. The more 
tart the dressing is the better some people 
like it and more lemon juice is needed by far 
than with fine flavored olive oil. The lemon 
juice also whitens the dressing as well as 
gives it a better taste. 

Use a deep soup plate and a small metal 
whisk. The rotary beater is not as good as 
the whisk for quick work, because it takes 
both hands to manage it for one thing. Put 
into the plate all ingredients except the oil 
and lemon juice, and stir all together vigor- 
ously with the whisk. Then holding the 
half cup of oil in the left hand drop it in drop 
by drop for a little whisking constantly, and 
then let it run a fine stream right in the 
middle of the path of the whisk, which should 
move straight back and forth across the

In this old recipe, too, we have another es- 
sential direction forall salads: The ingre- 
dients should be perfectly blended or fused. 
In the salad which Virgil describes the green 
things were put into a mortar with some 
salted cheese and ground until the herbs 
were *‘ lost in each other.” Carelessly made 
salads have parts that are quite unseasoned. 
In order that the oil or dressing of whai- 
ever sort touch every part of every piece 
in a salad each ingredient should be per- 
fectly dry. Lettuce should be washed and 
shaken dry or wiped dry with a cloth. Oil 
is wasted if th« lettuce is not dry. Cooke 
vegetables which have some of the seasoned 
juice in which they were cooked or served 


plate. This operation can be completed in 
four or five minutes. 


Beet Salad. 

There is no prettier and more generally ac- 
ceptable salad than slices of the little new 
beets on lettuce leaves, with oil and vinegar 
or a French dressing. If the beets are large 
chop them, mix With some butter, and pack 
into cups to cool. When cold invert on let- 
tuce leaves and serve with a French dress- 
ing. A cold beet may be cut to resemble @ 
many petaled rose or peony and served as @ 
salad. The best makes an ideal garnish for 
many cooked salads. 


Macedoine Salad. 

This is a mixture of cold cooked vegetables 
cut in smal! pieces of the same size or shape, 
in strips, square or in balls and served on a 
lettuce leaf with mayonnaise. Peas and 
beans with carrot, turnip, and sometimes 
raw celery is one of many combinations that 
may be made, always some green and con- 
trasting bright colors for a pretty salad. 


Thicker and More Expensive. 

Proceed exactly as above, but leave out 
the teaspoon of water, in which the mustard 
is dissolved, and use half a cup of the best 
olive oil. Whisk the mixture more between 
additions of oil and at the end add a few 
drops of boiling water, perhaps a second 
time. The extra whisking makes it lighter 
colored and thicker, and the addition of the 
boiling water also whitens it. Only a little 
lemon juice will be needed. If at any time 
upon the addition of ol] the mixture looks 
granular do not imagine that it has curdled, 
but keep whisking or add a few drops of boil- 
ing water to cohere it. To keep it from being

Inthe wants 
in your Corner you often ask for ear trumpets 
for the deaf, I had all kinds ofear trumpets, 
but I never found any comfort fromthem. I 
would advise you to tell these deaf people 
to watch the lips of some friend and in a 
short time they will learn to understand what 
is said. I am now 72 years old. I talk with 
everybody, I go out every day, I attend gath- 
erings at clubs and parties and talk with : 
anybody. I can understand what my daugh- 
ters say clear across the street, and I write 
this letter hoping it may help some one and | 
make life more pleasant. Of course, I can- 
not hear one sound of music, which is a great : ; 
cross to me, but life is still bright for me be- 
cause of my ability to understand the 
spoken word. I hope you will write some- 
thing about learning to hear from watching 
the lips and thus help some poor afflicted 
deaf person.

When possible buy the material by the 
yard on the bias, as it saves cutting and less 
need be bought; also get it as wide as pos- 
sible. The silks that measure from thirty- 
six to forty inches wide need few seams. The 
loops and ends are usually cut double, though 
good effects are now seen vy machine hem- 
stitching or the picot edge. The cost of the 
hemstitching—about 12 to 18 cents a yard—is 
equalized by less material needed for the 
sash. 
One of the most popular sash draperies of 
the seagon is that made from material by 
the yard. Often on the taffeta frocks the 
sash is’of self material, or it may be con- 
trasting, as a figured taffeta on a plain gown, 
or vice yersa. The girdle proper, which may 
be crushed or laid in five or six upturned 
piaits, should be cut on the bias, ten or 
twelve inches wide, according to the depth 
that is becoming, and long enough to en- 
circle the waist and allow for turn ine. The 
short, stout woman should not wear a girdle 
over four inches wide, while six or seven 
inches is the accepted width. 
The modern girdle is not heavily boned or 
made upon forms. Sometimes light boning 
is used at.the sides if the ribbon is soft, but 
usually the only boning is at the hooking 
point, and it is often omitted even there. 
Some dressmiakers prefer the ball and socket 
hook as being flatter, but it is harder to 
fasten. especially at the back. Choose the 
straight eye or a buttonholed loop and have

Cement of Newspapers. 

“ Almost immediately after, reading the 
inquiry in last Sunday’s paper asking for 
cement of newspapers for filling crecks, I 
picked up a book and read the follewing: 
‘Large cracks can be filled with news- 
paper prepared as follows; The newspaper 
should be soaked in boiling water till it 
becomes a pulp; then the water shotild be 
squeezed out and the paper mixed with 
enough flour (rye is preferable) to form a 
stiff paste, which, with the eddition of « 
few drops. of carbolic acid, will be found 
effective. Press this mixture into the crack 
and smooth with a broad bladed knife. 
When the room is dry, shoot Persian powder 
under the baseboard and around the win- 
dows and..door frames; make all the dust 
possible, forcing it far into the interior of 
crevices.’ I send this that you may use it, or 
any part of it, {if you see ft. B. B.” 

Thank you very much, I am sure the in- 
formation will be of use to many of the Cor 
nerites, and I hope they will cut it out and 
put it where they can find it when they 
need it again. We cannot always hope for 
so happy a chance of a promptly answered 
inquiry.

If the sash is to be worn with one fropk 
only the girdie part is draped around the 
waist over the joining of skirt and bodice 
and the bow later sewed in piace. In such 
case boning is not necesaary,as tacking takes 
its place. To keep the separate girdie from 
pulling out of shape it is turned in top and 
bottom at least an inch and tacked to ver 
tical strips of binding ribbon or tape at each 
side, or closer if needed; or narrow boning 
can be used. | 

With these crush or pilaited girdles the 
novel ‘finish is a loose two looped bow with- 
out ends. Sometimes this is worn directly 
in the middle or the front, but more oftenin , 
the center back to cap the bouffant drap- 
eries. To make the loops cut a biasstrip ten 
or twelve inches wide and forty-two inches 
long if the edges are to be picot; otherwise 
the strip is cut twice as wide, with enough 
more for seams. For the latter fold the strip 
lengthwise on the wrong side, sew a narrow 
seam acrose each end and along the opén 
side, leaving enough space in the middie to 
turn. Blind stitch this opening together. 
Now folkd the ends evenly to the middle to 
make two even loops about nine inches long. 
Crush or plait into a two inch space and 
cover with a folded or crushed knot. ’ 

Sew this bow firmly on top of the girdle 
on the hook side and sew a snap on the under 
side of the loose loop and the socket on the 
girdle to hold loosely in place. 

When the picot edge is made baste paraliel 
lines the desired width apart and have the 
hemstitching done at some machine agency. 
Then cut through the center of this stitching 
and you will have the picot effect on both 
edges of your sash. 

An attractive finish for a girdle at the left 
side is made from a bias strip eight inches 
wide—sixteen if the material is dofbied—and 
eighteen inches long. Make an upstanding 
loop four and a half inches high and have @ 
single end with the bottom cut ina slanting 
line to fall below the girdle. Cover the 
plaiting of the loop with a crushed or folded 
bias strip four inches wide. 

For the center of the back a becoming sash 
arrangement is a short butterfly bow made of 
either the bias silk or ribbon eight or ten 

inches wide. Make the loops four and a half 
inches long—this will take an eighteen inch 
strip—fold over the ends to the center, gather 
into a two inch space and cover with a softly 
crushed knot. Have two ends.each fifteen 
inches long at the inside and sloped to nine 
inches on the outside. Fold in a fan plait 
and arrange the. ends side by side under the 
square loops with the longest edges meeting. 
Attach this sash to a crush girdle or a crushed 
ribbon belt. All the sashes, unless especially 
mentioned, are thus attached and the extra 
amount must be allowed according to the 
width of one’s waist. « 

Many of the new sashes are tied low below 
the hip line, some just above the knees. When 
made either of the bias silk or wide ribbon 

bring it round the waist from front to back, 
cross, and bring the ends to.the left side 
at the hip line; knot Idosely and have the 
two ends falling one midway between knee 
and ankle, the other three or four inches 
shorter. ' j 

One of these low draped sashes crossed in 
front instead of the back at the girdle line 
has the ends tied at the knees in a short but- 
terfily bow of three and a halt inch loops, with 
two ends beneath cut in the inverted V, the 
one end eight inches long, the other six and 
a half inches. ' . 

For these low draped sashes use a ten inch 
ribbon or bias strip, which is twice that 
width when made double. A gmart effect is 
not to bring it round the waist line save 
across the front, where it is held in place by 
being drawn beneath straps of the material 
trimmed with button or embroidery. These 
straps should be about six inches apart. Tie 
the bow at the center back just below the 
hip line. Supply with a small safety pin te 
hold in proper position. , 

Many of the made sash ends are trimmed 
with fringe or narrow ruffles three and a-haif 
inches deep, put on with a heading. The 
black and white chiffon sashes, cut 
eighteen to twenty-four inches wide, are fin- 
ished with inch wide ruchings of the materia! 
set across the bias ends. Three ruchings two 
inches apart is a pretty trimming. The sides 
may be hemstitched or picoted.

The avidity with which young China is as- 
similating our most modern customs and ideas 
is something we do not realize in this coun- 
try. The feminist movement especially has 
found ardent advocates among Chinese young 
women. After unnumbered centuries of shut 
in, almost cloistered lives they bave thrown 
off the yoke even more completely than their 
sisters in Europe or America. The Chinese 
suffragette wears her hair cut straight across 
the back of her neck, from ear to ear.

She must be at once sympathetic 
and efficient, and this is one of the hardest 
things that the visiting nurse encounters. 

There is no disease too loathsome for her 
eare; last year there were seventy-nine cases 
of erystpelas, 933 of scarlet fever, and 934 
cases of various forms of tuberculosis cared 
for by visiting nurses, to say nothing of can- 
cer, pneummoma, typhoid, aiphtheria, and the 
hundred and one contagious diseases peculiar 
to children. 

The care of infants and invalids is given 
especial attention by the nurses, for they not 
only care for these themselves, but instruct 
those in the family who are most likely to be 
responsible in the science of caring fpr them 
properly. They do a great deal of preventive 
work by visits of inspection and several of the 
large corporations have employed them to do 
industria} work in their factories 


‘aes 
The visiting nurses are expected to go inte 
all kinds of neighborhoods at all hours of the 
day and night. Not bong ago a call was sent 
for a nurse from the neighborhood known as 
“BHel¥s Kitchen.” It was late at night and 
when the nurse was passing a dark passage- 
way two men rushed owt at her. She wastoo 
fnghtened to acream and one of the men 
turned his lantern on her with the exclama- 
tion: 
“It's only the little nurse!’’ Then they 
- walked with her to the house where she was 
going and waited for her to come out and 
put her on a car with the instruction that she 
@as never to come into that neighborhood 
et night, as it is “ no place for a lady.”’ 

Such is the safety the nurses have in their 
uniforms. Every ruffian of the darkest in- 

* famy respects the plain blue serge coat with 
“Vv. N. A.” in white on the arm. 

The working hours of a visiting nurse are 
supposed to be from 8:30 a. m. to 5:30 p. m., 
with an hour of rest at noon, but in reality 
their working hours continue all the way 
around the clock, and the highest salary they 
get for unceasing labor and cheerful service 
is $85 per month. To be a visiting nurse is a 
yocation not a profession. 

The organization is supported by subscrip- 
tion and endowment. There are six endowed 
nurses. It is governed by the following 
oficers: Mrs. Arthur Aldis, president; Mrs. 
Cyrus H. McCormick, first vice president; 
Mra. James Keeley, second vice president; 
Mrs. Robert McGann, secretary; Mra. Ber- 
tram Winston, treasurer. There is a board 
of directors which numbers twenty-seven 
and includes Mrs. Joseph T. Bowen, Mrs. 
Joseph Cudahy, Mrs. Henry Hooper, and 
Mrs. James L. Houghteling. The latter is 
chairman of the committee on membership 
end finance of the national organization for 
Public Health Nursing. 

The officers and directors are perhaps the 
busiest board in the city, and any one who 
is on the board and inclined towards lassitude 
finds the position so uncomfortable they 
eventually resign. 

There is also an auxiliary committee of the 
Visiting Nurses’ association, which docs all 
sorts of helpful things, from sending flow- 
ers and magazines to shut-ins to folding 
bales and bales of gauze for the bandages 
used by the nurses.

ton has been pretty completely and diverse- 


ly occupied. Paradoxically, the wedding, 


small as it was, was the big event, and in 
practically all of the innumerable post-mor- 
tems that are being held (by the many who 
didn't go) the one point on which all are 
agreed is in regret that it was so small. 

Possibly, however, Miss Eleanor remem- 
bered the wedding of her fianc€’s son, Hugh 
McAdoo, and Miss Ethel McCormick, step- 
daughter of Capt. Isaac Emerson of Balti- 
more, last June. That ceremony was to 
have taken place on the lawn, but a thunder- 
storm came up and the entire company had 
to race for the house to escape a drenching. 
So it remains for some future White House 
bride to establish a new precedent as the 
first to select its lovely gardens as the set- 
ting for her marriage. 

Garden entertaining, however, has always 
had a considerable vogue in Washington. 
One of the first to make a move in that 
direction was Mrs. Robert Hitt, in the old 
days when her husband was a shining light 
in the Illinois congressional delegation, and 
the family was living down at Fifteenth and 
K streets. 

The neighboring Leiter residence has a de- 
lightful garden and the late Mrs. Leer cer- 
tainly did enjoy it to the full. Occasionally 
ehe gave a “‘ real’’ party there, but her chief 
pleasure was to adjourn to it for a quiet, 
cozy chat when two or three had gathered in 
the name of afternoon tea. Indeed, often 
when Mrs. Leiter was supposed to be out of 
town, those who knew her ways would not 
be astonished at a summons to ‘‘ come over 
anc have a cup of tea with me; and if the man 
assures you I'm out of town, just tell him 
i say I'm only in the garden.”

It was Mrs. Roosevelt who r<aliy gave im- 
petus to garden entertaining in Washington. 
lt was she who restored the White House 
éardens and realized their possibilities for 
Watm weather hospitality. This restoration, 
be it observed, was the sequel of the elimina- 
on of the White House conservatonies, as 
part of the general rehabilitation undertaken 
in the Roosevelt régime. The magnificent 
conservatonies, opening from the state din- 
ing room, were a popular feature of White 
House finctions up to and during the Mc- 
Kinley régime. They were always open and 
lighted Up and ihe guests loved to wander 
through them and find quiet, fragrant cor- 
hers for nice little téte-a-téte. 

But in those days the White House gar- 
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ders did not amount to much. When the 
conservatories went the gardens came; and 


they were largely the satisfactory result of

Even the embassies—those of them so for- 
tunate as to have gardens—have taken kind- 
ly to the pleasant inforghality of garden en- 
tertaining. The British embassy (which is 
so characteristically British that it couldn’t 
possibly be anything but the British em- 
bassy) has a delightful old fashioned well 
turfed lawn shaded with splendid trees, run- 
ning back on the N street side of the prop- 
erty, which has been in the past the scene 
of much pleasant entertaining. Garden par- 
ties were not the sort of thing to appeal to 
Mrs. Brice. But there is every prospect that 
the Spring-Rices will revive aut of door, en- 
tertaining at the embassy—if not in formal 
functions at least in pleasant little teas. 

Ambassador and Mme. Riano have set the 
diplomatic set an example. In this line they 
use their gardens for a good deal of their 
entertaining, now that the weather is warm 
enough to make it pleasant. They are in 
one of the Henderson houses up on the Six- 
teenth street hill with Mrs. Marshall Field 
and the Franklin MacVeagits for near neigh- 
bors. 

Mrs. William Kent, wife of Representa- 
tive William Kent of California, who was 
once a member of the Chicago city council. 
has a lovely old fashioned garden attached 
to her F street home, and she makes the 
most of it in entertaining—largely for ‘‘ the 
cause,” she being an ardent suffragist. 

Mrs. Champ Clark, for the first time since 
she has been in Washington, has a garden 
suitable to entertaining.

A sailor who’ was somewhat fat across the 
shoulders walked into the hospital and told the 
surgeons he was shot.

Men died in all positions, with one hand 
outstretched as if in appeal, with fists 
clenched, with legs drawn up to their bodies, 
in limp heaps. But in almost all cases the 
dead had one hand over the fatal wound— 
even when wounded in many places.

Nine Went Out at Sunrise. 

Five Red Cross men, one of them carrying a 
large Red Cross flag, were making their way 
up the street to rescue the wounded—they 
helped the Mericans as wel] as our own men. 
They were fired on by “snipers” and four of the 
Gve were wounded. Secing this, a small band

of jackies charged without waiting for orders, 
carried the house in the face of a heavy fire, 
and inside found nine Mexicans and a mur- 
dered American woman. 

The nine were handcuffed together and 
marched out to meet the fate they merited as 
the sun rose the following morning. 

A Mexican was sitting on a porch—lI dis- 
covered him through my field giasses some 
time after he had started operations. He was 
about 500 yards from where our boys were 
firing. Apparently this old “spick”—as the 
jackies call the Mexicans—was engaged in 
peacefully reading a paper. From time to 
time a bullet ripped into our lines, but our 
men were unable to locate the point from 
which it was fired. Becoming suspicious, I 
watched the old fellow on the porch and dis- 
covered that underneath the outstretched 
newspaper he was reading he had concealed a 
rifle. From time to time he would sneak a 
shot at our sailors. Then he would be reading 
the paper again when they looked in his direc- 

tion. 

Meanwhile some of the sailors had spotted 
the old man and two of our men broke away 
and ran around behind the house where he 
was sitting. They went up the back way into 
the garret and to the front window, which 
was open. The next shot from under his 
paper was his last shot.

A Bad Man's Disappearance. 

On Wednesday night one of the notorious 
bad men of the town was captured with a 
gun in his hand—he was not a soldier and 
therefore not entitled to mercy. This man 
had a reputation as a killer and gun fighter 
even before the war started. When ordered 
to move on he refused and cursed the sailors. 
The point of a bayonet was applied, and 
he moved a bit as it tickled his ribs, then 
swore some more. He was, brought before 
a captain and a special guard of soldiers 
was ordered to take him to the police sta- 
tion. As he started he broke into a line of 
cursing that was beyond human endurance. 

“It’s an awful long way to the police 


station. I’m afraid this guy’ll never get 
there,” muttered one of the guards. He 
never did. 


A crowd of the young fellows from the 
Florida were ordered down into the railroad 
yards, where a number of “snipers” were 
taking shots at the Esperanza. They had 
injured two persons. This ship was known 
to have on board only refugees—no com- 
batants—and many of these were women 
and children. Our jackies marched along 
steadily in spite of the shots which now 
were directed at them, and when they were 
about 200 yards from the place where the 
Mexicans were hidden, sixteen of the latter 
ran out, threw down their arms, lifted up 
their hands and kneeled at the feet of the 
oncoming Americans. At their first appear- 
ance our men ceased firing, and not a shot 
was directed their way after that. 

The Mexicans did not seem to appreciate 
the fair play spirit of our men. One of 
them would fall wounded in the street. A 
comrade, showing a white flag—but carry- 
ing a rifle—would run out to get him. Just 
as soon as he and the wounded man had 
renched safety he would turn and take a 
shot at our men from his point of vantage.

A Woman as a Shield. 

In one case I know of, a Mexican woman 
was used to protect the “snipers” in her 
house. On Tuesday afternoon I was on 
the roof of one of the houses from which 
our sharpshooters were picking off “ snipers.” 
With us was a former Texas ranger who 


had just escaped from Mexico City. About bead. 
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half a mile away in a window—I could see 
her plainly through my field glass—a woman 
appeared from time to time. She opened 
the shutters and leaned out so she would be 
seen by our men. As a result no shots were 
sent in that direction. Then she wonld close 
the shutters, and immediately after that dit- 
tle puffs of smoke would issue from between 
them, showing that the “snipers” were 
busy there. 

The ex-ranger was all afire. 

“ You don’t know these treacherous devile 
as I do,” he said. But our jackies refused 
to fire on the house, fearing they might 
wound the woman.

A Holdup and a Hide-out. 

When Durborough, my associate, and I 
Janded in Vera Cruz on Monday six mur- 
derous looking Mexicans at the wharf in- 
sisted on carrying our six pieces of bag- 
gage and moving picture tripod. They fol- 
lowed our cab to the Terminal hotel and 
there declared they would have to have $2.50 
apiece for carrying the baggage. Our pro 
tests were unavailing. That was the law 
of the custom house. There were no Ameri- 
cans around at the time, and as the leader 
of this desperate crew was even more des- 
perate looking than his crew and seemed 
capable of anything, we paid, On Wednes 
day, with a crowd of sailors at our back, I 
met the same brute. He had had a taste 
of his own medicine, and actually believed 
I was going to cut his ears off for his pre 
vious performance. 

On Monday afternoon we asked a cap 
tain of a Mexican company, who was wait- 
ing for a crowd of prisoners who were be 
ing brought in from the terrible fortress in 
the harbor, to let us take a picture of the 
prisoners. He refused. The prisoners were 
brought in, and between two lines of gol- 
diers were marched up the street. We 
jumped into a cab and hurried ahead of 
them, and I snapped a number of pictures 
from out of the back end of the cab, in spite 
of Durborongh’s frantic protest. 

“Cut it out,” he said. “If they catch 
you they'll give us seventy-two hours’ ‘ ine 
communicado’ in the fortress, and after thag 
we'll just naturally disappear.”

Only a Second from Death. 

On Wednesday morning I was in the trata 
shed watching a company of Mexicans em 
bark and tried to get them to come out into 
the sun to pose for a picture. Durborough 
rushed up breathlessly. 

“For God's sake get out of here before 
they get you,” he gasped. 

“Why so?” I wanted to know. 

“Seven boatloads from the Prairie have 
just landed,” he answered, and we beat it 
toward the wharf. 

There Mexicans were scurrying in all diree 
tions, officials and laborers alike running for 
cover. When the marines disembarked Dur 
borough, McFall, a reporter for the Associ- 
ated Press, and I were the only men left on 
the dock. 

Ten minutes after the Americans landed I 
saw one of our men killed. The bullet missed 
me by six inches. I had been taking moving pio 
tures—the first ever taken of Americans ia 
actual warfare—and wanted to get a snapshot 
up the street in the direction of the firing, 
Leaving the machine with Durborough, I 
went over to a crowd of our men who were

This year it seems to have less sparkle 
than usual, and it fills, I think, fewer gal- 
leries. ‘There are fewer illustrative draw- 
ings, posters, black and whites than we used 
to eee at these exhibitions. Also, there 
should be many rough sketches, preliminary 
studies, and drawings, often the most fasci- 
nating part of a painter’s work. Whether 


the artists fail to send in such experiments 
or the jury ruled them out it is impossible to 
gay. The public would like to get from this 
qhibition some hint of the processes of art. 

‘Water colors and pastels are lighter media 
than oils and they should be more lightly 
ged. There are many pictures on these 
walls in which the colors are smoothed and 
piended together as if in mistaken imitation 
ef oils. The result is a photographic realism 
quite inconsistent with the swift and deli- 
eate grace of these dry or quickly drying 
colors. 

Compare, for example, Virginia Clark's 
pastel portrait of a little girl (No. 58) with 
the one of a boy (No. 228) by Elizabeth S. 
Taylor. The former loses the true pastel 
quality—one can’t tell whether it is pastel 
or gouache—it becomes. too smooth, too 
photographic. The latter uses the crayons 
frankly. and achieves a brilliant, vividly 
glive portrait sketch. 

In water colors most of the portraits shown 
bave the same fault of overelaboration. It 


portrait of a child, and in “ Elisabeth,” by 
Blanche C. Shields, and one finds it a little 
even in such clever portraits as those of an 
old negro by Lucy M. Stanton, and of a giri 
in red by Rhoda Holmes Nicholls. One has 
only to compare these with the old woman in 
Alice Schille’s “‘ The Passing Years,” to ap- 
preciate the difference, and admire the light- 
ness of touch, the real beauty of style in the 
latter. Indeed, every picture Miss Schille 
shows this year is of extreme distinction. 

Of course, there are precedents for over- 
elaborate style in pastel and water color 
portraits. The eighteenth century French- 
men, especially, forced these media, and La 
Tour's portraits are a notable example of a 
mistaken use of pastels. Marie Gelon Cam- 
eron follows his example quite brilliantly, 
gets almost the old courtly manner, in her 
“Portrait of Mrs.G."" But ‘Whistler restored 
the true quality to these evanescent butterfly 
colors, and our artists would do well to re- 
member him. 

There is something of his lightness of 
touch in the five pastels by Kad A. Buenr. 
Some of his oils of late have been a bit 
strained, but these little things have a vivid 
grace and beauty. The figures in ‘*‘ At 
Grandmother's *’ and ‘“‘ Normandy Hilitops ” 
are caught unaware. One finds something 
ef the same quality in Will Simmons 
“Young Eagles,” in Anna Fisher's “* Blue 
Jar,” with its soft roses, in John F. Parker’s 
“Tangiers,” in the small pastels of Mar- 
guerite Krentzberg, Charles A. Wilimovseky, 
Katharine Dudley, Edmond Weill, and Eliza- 
beth McWilliams.

They might as well have told all competent 
sculptors to keep out, and the fact that a few 
men of reputation competed is a matter for 
increasing wonder and their own forlorn re- 
pentance. 

General competitions are so unjust to the 
competitors, and so unproductive of good 
results, as to be forbidden by the rules of the 
American Institute of Architects. The best 
architects never enter them, and the best 
sculptors have mostly learned to follow their 
example. In this cage over thirty sculptors 
wasted much time, and more or less money 
for materials and expressage, only. to be one 
and all rejected And the five whom the 
committee asked to restudy their designs 
endured with too much patience the injustice 
of @ second laborious trial and a second re- 
jection.

The committee, having learned a thing or 
two about competitions, next requested 
Charies Haag to submit a sketch. This was 
to be, they told him, not ea portrait of the 
man but of his spirit and purpose. By this 
time the committee had achieved four “ art 
advisers ’’—viz.: I. K. Pond, the architect; 
Raiph Clarkson, the painter; F. W. Gookin, 
the expert in orientalart,and Waido Brown, 
the publisher. To them, except that Mr. 
Pond was absent, Mr. Haag’s model was sub- 
mitted, and another rejection was added to 
the long list. 


Meantime Mr. Borgium had been informed 
that if Mr. Haag failed to win the commit- 
tee he might have the next turn. So the 
New York sculptor, stopping in Chicago on 
his way from Springfield, ran into the open 
arms of a weary and desperate committee. 
But here was the first wise sculptor; not @ 
sketch, not a gleam of an idea, would he 
submit until the contract was signed. 


Personally, I think the committee and the 
public will be lucky if Mr.-Borgium gives 
them as fine a ‘“‘epirit portrait '’ of Altgeld 
as Mr. Haag’s. I had heard this figure calied 
impossible, and was prejudiced against it be- 
cause the idea of a nude statue of the late 
governor struck me as absurd; so I was 
amazed at my own delight in it. It never 
occurred to me to notice whether this quiet 
seated figure was nude or clothed, because 
the exalted spiritual beauty of the head so 
dominated the whole work, and the thougnht- 
ful face was so fitly met by the attitude of 
the body. | 

The man who, in a brief week or two, could 
conceive a work of such high: imaginative 
quality, should have been ordered to go on 
with it. The little model had obvious faults, 
but these would have been corrected.

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HE woman literature for the most part 

follows with a disappointing conven- 

tionality the usual lines of investiga- 

tion of their problem laid down by 
masculine minds in such studies. Im our age 
that means, of course, that they try to be 
sctentifice or semi-scientific. Mrs. Gilman, 
fer example, follows the processes of the 
esonomist and the sociologist. She treats 
women as if they were a sort of economic 
pewne in a wooden and unreal world of the 
male economist’s imagination —a world 
where all impulses are transiated into terms 
of “ production’ and “ consumption,” and 
where that preposterous creature of the 
qconomist’s brain, ‘the economic man,” is 
fhe standard of God's divine universe. 

Other feminists are following this lead of 
the sociologists and historians and biologists 
im their efforte to find logical bases for their 
views. In their literature we read again and 
again of what the primitive man and woman 
did and thought. (I wish we were only half 
as sure about modern mankind as the soci- 
ologists seem to be about that shadowy cre- 
ation of theirs, ‘“‘ primitive man!’"’) Even 
if the slight records of our long past since 
ape days were much more ample than they 
actually are, it is hard to see what light their 
experiences would throw upon the real prob- 
lem of men and women trying to live to- 
gether in the evolved world of the present. 
If women were supreme in certath tribes of 
the ancient Germans, what does it prove for 
us? What the Egyptians once thought about 
women, whet Greek civilization either did or 
414 not do for its wives and mothers, is in- 
teresting enough, but not conclusive for us. 
This burrowing into the past merely shows

one vital truth—that all sorts of arrange- 
ments between the two sexes have existed 
on this earth at different times under differ- 


ent conditions, proving that mankind is a° 


very plastic, changeable species, adapting 
himself to many ideals and finding a religious 
and social sanction for each one! So we may 
‘take heart with the belief that he can juggle 
with himeelf some more these days and 
evolve some totally new notions as to how 
men and women should live together for 
their own best good and the perpetuation of 
the species. P 

So a little of this learning goes a long way. 
One wearies of reading about the respectable 
German matron or the weak Grecian sister 
or the Egyptian divorcée. Peace to their 
ashes—and what can we do for their very 
dissimilar sisters today in this twentieth 
century western worid? 

—~- 

The Diotogical argument does not seem 
much better than the historical and socio- 
logical ones. It is ingenious and the facts 
are curiously contradictory as to which sex 
had the best of it in the early days of pro- 
toplasm. There are the well known family 
of spiders where the females carry about 
with them their.weak husbands in little 
pouches, and othér species that contrive for 
a time to do without mating altogether. But 
how does that prove the equality of the sexes 
in the human species, and the right to vote 
for women? The relative supremacy of the 
sexes in the “dark backward and abyem of 
time "’ is unfortunately still a matter of sci- 
entific controversy, and no argument of de- 
sign on the part of nature can be safely 
maintained. 

Even if it were a fact that the females of 
vertebrates are the superiors of the males in 
physique, mentality, and nervous equipment, 
where would that get us in determining the 
right anewer to the thorny problems of mod- 
ern women? Would it make it any easier to 
provide “economic independence,”’ other- 
wise paying jobs, for the houseworkers—to 
give the parasitic females occupation and a 
serious purpose in life? Neither biology nor 
physiology explains woman's present posi- 
tion in the world, and neither will show her 
the way out of her darkness.

A more fruitful line of research is that 
taken by Frau Rosa Mayreder in her recent 
book, ‘‘A Survey of the Woman Problem.” 
Her attack is the psychological and philo- 
sophical one. She examineg many of those 
conceptions with regard to the nature of 
women, which have dominated then through- 
out civilization, turning them inevitably into 
their present moids by the invisible power of 
ideas. What have men and women thought

about women? Whet has been the meaning 
of ali the prejudices in regard to women? 
There are abundant data for this sort of 
study, for men and women have been ex- 
pressing themeelves about the nature and 
position of women since the beginning of re- 
corded time. In the form of epigram, prov- 
erb, law, and precept there has been no lack 
of thinking about the female half of the epe- 
cies. 

Of this enormous scattered opinion Frau 
Mayreder has gathered great handfuls and 
tried to assort her material according to a 
few simple ideas. She has done this in the 
irritatingly ponderous and mistily profound 
manner of her German brothers. Hers is 
undoubtedly a book of learning, no platform 
speech; what is harder to realize is that it is 
also a book of ideas, real ideas of her own. 
She has swept together such a hot of rubbish 
which, with the Teutonic reverence for the 
printed word, she treats with solemn conelid- 
eration that it is hard to find her own ideas. 
She does not discriminate apparemtiy be- 
tween the wild assertions of Strindberg and 
Nitzsech, the ignorant invectives of Weini- 
ger, and the smooth platitudes of Kant and 
Fitchte. Nor does she neglect the gentle med- 
itations of Dante and Goethe, Emerson and 
Michelet. At first it seems a jungle of con- 
tradictions. The wisdom of the world anent 
womankind seems to come down to nothing, 
because for the judgment of every sage an- 
ether equally wise utterance of an anti- 
thetical sort can easily be found. The doc- 
tors disagree even with themselves,

Just here lies Frau Mayreder’s illumirat- 
ing idea—her unique contribution to the 
babble about women. It is all contradictory 
and worthless what has been so smugly gen- 
eralized about half the human world. The 
so-called types, the “‘ womanly woman *’ and 
the “manly man,” are mere assumptions, 
fictions of talkers which they have imposed 
upon the world. For every characteristic 
of the ome type can be found abundantly in 
the other type. There is nothing, as Frau 
Mayreder wisely points out, that can be safe- 
ly generalized about all women except that 
nature has endowed them with the function 
of child bearing. Is there anything inh¢rent 
in the possession of that function which 
makes them all alike in other respects? Be- 
cause they can have babies are their minds 
and souls essentially different from the 
minds and souls of men? Men have liked to 
think that they are really divinely intended 
to be different in mind as they are in phys- 
lological function, and by dint of much Itera- 
tion they have even induced women to accept 
this theory of their different and infcrior 
character! 

This shows the power of thought. 

The ‘‘average man” marks himseif off 
from the ‘‘average woman.” Frau May- 
reder has much pungent truth to say of the 
silliness of “‘averaging’’' any human phe- 
nomena. The unaverage man and woman 
have their right to be heard, and the unaver- 
age man and woman approach each other in 
More ways than they differ from each other. 
Is it not wiser, then, to prepare for the future 
of beings who may get beyond their sex limi- 
tations rather than to encourage always the 
averaging of all human beings? Sex aside. 
men and women are human beings. 

oe 

There ig more in this laborious book than 
can easily be suggested in a slight discussion 
like mine. It sums itself all up in one fruit- 
ful idea that should somehow get itself in- 
serted into the thinking of every seif-re- 
specting man and woman of this day. “ We 
shall be able to know what women are when 
we no longer dictate to them what they 
should be,"’ Frau Mayreder observes. Again, 
“In all investigations concerning the male 
and female we come down to two funda- 
mental questions: what is the meaning and 
value of individual development, and what 
should be the aim of such development? ‘The 
freedom of the individual, the sovereign 
right of each single person to obey his own 
i  -——o 


inward law, excludes all generalizations 
having the form of regulations.”’ 

How inspiring that broad outlook is! When 
the ‘‘ Woman probiem’’ ig finaly elevated 
to this height where it can be ecen to be not 
specifically a set problem at all, but rather 
part of the universal human probiem in 
which both men and women are equally con- 
cerned, we ehail have gone ea long way ta 
the solving of al) the vexed questions botind 
up with it. Human beings, human souls— 
all different and individual, whether male or 
femate—ench with its rights, each with its 
contribution, each with its ultimate goa! of 
self-mastery and achievement—that is the 
true resolution of the “ woman problem.”’ 

If suffrage advocates, all those who are con- 
cerned with the feminiet movement in any 
of its varied forma, would tesolve never 
again to use the term woman (except in a 
strictly biological sense) they might do more 
for the rapid attainment of their hopes than 
in any other way. The world is peopled with 
multitudes of varied human beings, and the 
sex function is not the supreme eriterion of 
their abilities, but merely one of the acc!i- 
denta! and less significant aepects of their 
being. Really to attain this point of view 
means naturally a readjustment of values 
for both men and women. It means that we 
must one and all go to work rethinking our 
world in new terme, must first of all reject 
those hasty generalizations about the sexes 
which for so many generetions have pervert- 
ed our perceptions of simple truth. 

If, in fact, women as a sex were the in- 
ferior creatures which many men and some 
women profess to believe them, orif they are 
apparently quite different from men in im- 
Portant respects, it would be much more 
because of the erronmous ideas about them 
held for so jong than because of anything 
in their biology or their psychology. And the 
way to make them different and incompetent 
for the ages to come is to continue to think 
of them as essentially different from men 
merely because they have a different sex 
function. 

In a word, according to Frau Mayreder, the 
way to emancipate the sex is to ignore sex.

EMOVING carbon deposits from motor 
car cylinders by the oxygen process, 
without the necessity of tearing down 
the engine, has become not only suc- 

cessful but popular, and the nice thing 
about it is it requires little time to do the 
work. There is, however, an element of 
danger in its use, inasmuch as a terrific 
heat is set up, and this will tend to destroy 
the spark plugs. An authority on the subject 
bas sounded a warning in the matter, -al- 
though he recommends the procesa, in the 
following bit of advice: 

“It seems that, while the oxygen method 
is ideal to accomplish the purpose, especially 
in that it does not require the dismantling 
of the engine, there has been found a real 
need to set up the ‘ safety first’ » 20 
to epeak. 

“The usual method of administering the 
treatment is simply to insert the tube from 
the oxygen tank into the cylinder, where- 
upon the contact of the oxygen and carbon 
makes the latter combustible, so that apply- 
ing a lighted match at the opening ignites 
the carbon and it burns away to.a mere 
nothing. So far, we are led to believe, all 
ig well and the treatment has been success- 
ful, but the terrific heat generated in the 
cylinder has unfailingly had a disastrous 
effect upon the accessories with which it 
came into contact. 

* The spark plugs are among the principal 
sufferers from the oxygen treatment. Quite 
frequently this method of carbon removal is 
made use of in engines having two spark 
plugs to edch cylinder, and the oxygen tube 
is passed through one of the plug orifices and 
the remaining plug not being removed, is, 
consequently, subjected during the burning 
of carbon to terrific and constant heat, such 
as was not taken into consideration by the 
maker of the plug. In consequence, various 
detrimental results are liable to follow; the 
porcelain or other insulating material may 
be damaged, and the plug thus made worth- 
less, or the points or electrodes may become 
warped, burned, and otherwise distorted 
from their proper relation to one another. 


_— 

“Such a result can be readily imagined, 
and may be the cause for the expression of 
Giseatisfaction concerning the short service 
obtained from these particular plugs. There 
fs nothing in he foregoing to condemn the 


oxygen process for carbon removal—for that ' 


specific purpose it seems satisfactory—but 
the express purpose is to offer the sugges- 
tion that with the use of this process a gen- 
erally satisfactory result can be assured only

if the spark plugs regularly used are re- 
moved and replaced with blanks or a set of 
discarded plugs during the time the intense 
heat is present in the cylinder.” 

This process of removing carbon from cylin- 
ders have proved so successful that suddenly 
decarbonizging service stations have sprung 
up and already there are half a dozen or more 
concerns making oxygen removing outfits, 
generally consisting of tank, pressure gauge, 
tubing, and burner for insertion in the cylin- 
der. As a matter of fact, a small outfit is 
now made for small garages or repair shops, 
or for private use. The private owner would 
hardly be justified in keeping up an outfit, for 
he would find use for it not more than twice 
a year, and the cost of the carbon removal 
would be little under the new process. 

Before another year has rolled around itis 
gafe to say all well equipped repair shops 
and garages will be supplied with an outfit 
for removing carbon by the oxygen process, 
so that many of the motor car ills, such as 
loss of compression and pre-ignition owing to 
the presence of carbon deposits, may pe 
eliminated in a few minutes and at a moder- 


ate charge. 


~- 
' Hardly one motorist in fifty knows how to 
make a cold patch on a tube, despite tire 
makers’ instructions that are printed and 
circulated by the thousands for the benefit 
of tire users. The result has been to the 
credit of the tire repair shops, for the motor- 
ist, having made a failure in securing a patch 
to the tube, has drifted to the tire shop for 
relief. 

The trouble is haste; in this case haste 
actually does make waste. When a motorist 
attempts to hurry a patch job he surely 
spoils it and has it all to do@ver again—per- 
haps twice, as has been the case. To doa 


good and iasting job of patching, taking 
out and putting away the tools and pumping 
up the tire will take all of forty minutes, but 
the patch will stay. 

After the tube and patch have been cleaned 
with gasoline and rubbed with emery cloth 
or sandpaper they should be permitted to 
dry before applying the rubbercement. This 
should be spread with the finger, evenly and 
quickly and only once over. Then it should 
not be touched until after full ten minutes 
haveelapsed. Another application of cement 
should now be given, with care that nothing, 
not even the finger, touches the cement por- 
tion. This should also be permitted to stand 
ten minutes. The patch should then be ap- 
plied and it is wise to have a couple of blocks 
of wood between which to place the tube at 
the patch. A heavyweight should be la!ld on 
one block unless a screw clamp is carried 
to clamp the blocks hard against the tube. 
Let this stand for ten minutes, cover with 
talc, insert in the casing, partially fill with 
air, replace the casing and pump up. You 
can be putting away some of the tools while 
awaiting the patch to adhere. 

When applied this way there will be little 
danger of the patch coming off, no matter 
how much air pressure is used in the tire.

Handy little tools are enjoyable things to 
have in the car when emergency arises and 
something is badly needed on theroad. How 
many times has a motorist wished fora valve 
lifter or a vise and neglected to perform some 
important work because he had nothing 
handy in the tool Line to assist? Of all the 
litttle devices that have been brought out for 
the motorist, there is nothing that fills so 
many places as the one illustrated, as it 
may be used for a valve lifter, spring 
spreader, hand vise, clamp for repairing

tubes, vise on the running board, and for 
many other purposes. 

The instrument is best understood by 
studying the illustration. The handle 
operates e@ ratchet, which in turn moves a 
threaded nut up of down the threaded shaft, 
and thereby carries with it the upper jaw. 
The other jaw, at the bottom, is fixed rigidly 
to the shaft, so that when the jaws are 
brought together they act as a vise and 
when spread will act as a vaive lifter, for 
instance. 

Another and simple form of valve lifter is 
also illustrated, but it will not serve the 
many purposes the first described tool will. 
It has lightness and simplicity in its favor, 
although the other one cannot be classed in 
the heavyweight column.

Queries and Answers. 

“In the reports about the 500 mile race 
that is to take place at Indianapolis Mémo- 
rial day, I notice there are some cars that 
will have to be left out because there are 
too many entries. What is the reason for 
this? It seems to me when a man has gone 
to the trouble of fixing up a car he ought to 
be permitted to drive it and have a chance 
at the money prizes. It looks like a piece of 
rank favoritism to me.

There is no favoritism, for all would-be 
competitors understand the rules, which pro- 
vide that only thirty cars shall be permitted 
to start. This is a matter of precaution 
against accident, for while the track is large 
there is great danger in a big field, particu- 
larly im the early stages of the race, when 
few cars have been eliminated. In addition 
it eliminates the cars that might have no 
show with the faster ones, making a better 
race. In all probability the thirty fastest 
cars will be permitted to start. All cars are 
put through qualifying trials. Last year 
each car was required to do a lap of two 
and a half miles et a speed of seventy-five 
miles an hour for the lap.

“ My car is fitted with two ignition systems 
—a high tension magneto and a high tension 
distributor, whatever they may be. I start 
on the distributor and switch to the magneto 
and run on that. The motor runs all right, 
but it will not stop when I throw the switch 
and I have to shut off the gasoline to piop 
the motor. Is it any wonder I am puzzied 
and that I appeal to THe TRIBUNE for ald? 
“OLIVER P. HENDERSON, Milwaukee.”’ 
The switch for the magneto is used to 
“ground” the current when it @: desired to 
stop the motor. ‘“ Grounding’ means to 
gend the current directly to the ground or 
base of the engine and not through the plugs. 
When there !s a break in the circuit, as when 
the switch is open, the current will pass 
to the plugs. The “ ground ” wire has prob- 
ably become disconnected. Look for a loose 
end and attach it to the frame of the car 
or the motor base. You can divert the cur- 
rent by taking a small piece of wire and 
holding one end on the breaker box end 
terminal and the other end on the motor base. 
This has the same effect as throwing the 
switch, which closes rather than opens the 
circuit to stop the motor.

“ Will you please give me a little informa- 
tion through the columns of THE ‘PRIBUNE 
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and greatly oblige? What is the best route 
to Fort Wayne, Ind., and what is the condi- 
tion of the roads? Is there a specified dis- 
tance that the front number license must 
be fromthe ground? “ H, C. M., Chicago.” 

The best route is through South Chicago, 
Whiting, East Chicago, Highlands, Hobart, 
Valparaiso, and Laporte to South Bend, a 
distance of 100.3 miles. Here take the route 
through Ligonier, and Churubusco to Fort 
Wayne, the distance being seventy-nine 
miles, or 182 miles for thetrip. The roads are 
good all the way at this time of the year. 
The state law says nothing about the dis- 
tance of the front number plate above the 
ground, but it must be in a position to be 
easily seen. The rear plate must be at least 
18 inches above the ground.

HE women of Chicago aroused can 
. é accomplish any civic reform,’ says 
1 Miss Harriet E. Vittum, the new 
civic director of the Woman's City 


club, and head resident of the Northwestern 


University settlement. “The aldermanic 
election proved to us what a large factor 
the women voters may play in the political 
affairs of the city. I think the election of 
eight of the thirty-six aldermen was credited 
to the votes of the women. This was accom- 
plished at a time when the woman's organi- 
zations were young and the leaders compar- 
atively unfamiliar with political methods 
and activities. 

* At the election next fall the women’s vote 
should bring far greater results than it did 
this spring. The members of the Woman's 
City club intend to take an active part in 
the fall campaign. The election of new sani- 
tary district trustees and municipal judges 
is one of the most important in which the 
women have a vote. 

“In order that we may be a strong force 
in the fall campaign of education we have 
inaugurated a whirlwind campaign for 10,- 
000 new members. We need more organiza- 
tion and a larger distribution of member- 
ship in the wards of the city so that we may 
stop or promote legislation. 

‘There are two ways of getting practical 
results from these ward organizations, each

“The average citizen of Chicago has no 
sense of community interest. If we can cre- 
ate through our ward organizations an in- 
terest among the citizens in the alleys, the 
lighting, and the streets in their neighbor- 
hood we will have community interest, which, 
multiplied by thirty-five, will give us a grea 
municipal interest. 

“Then another opportunity for usefulness 
may be gained by sending out information 
through the ward clubs.

Schermerhorn Defied the Native Justices. 


Contempt of court has not its usual terrors 
during war time in a semi-civilized country. 
Lieut. Schermerhorn of the Philipine con- 
stabulary—after peace had been established 
—was one of the war time heroes of the Phil- 
ippine campaigns. He was a man who hed 
been chopped up in fine style while perform- 
ing his duties, but he never faltered. On his 
right hand he hag but one finger and a thumb 
left, so that he has to shoot with his left, 
end his face has been artistically carved. 

While in Malaban Schermerhorn was in 
constant pursuit of native cattle thieves, 

and,he found that the local authorities hin- 
dered him greatly in his work.

Hurrying on the trail of a band of cattle 
thieves one day, Schermerhorn ran across a 
number of the town police dragging off some 
of his constables who had been on the poirt 
of arresting a band of outlaws. Withouta 
word the lieutenant opened fire, and all the

——sererra |! long ago I had an engagement to play golf with John D. 
- Rockefeller at nine o’clock in the morning. Arriving at the golf 
grounds on the minute, We had no more than climbed out of the 
automobile before Mr. Rockefeller arrived on a brand-new bicycle. 
His first words were: “On schedule, boys, on schedule! That’s 
the thing!” And he leaped off his machine as lightly and easily 
as might a boy of twenty. ; 

“Been wasting some of your hard-earned money,” said I, pointing to the new 
bieyele. 

“Yes, I am getting extravagant,” said Mr. Rockefeller. “That wheel cost me 
just fifteen dollars. I saw them advertised and sent one of my boys down with 
the money. Twenty-five years ago that wheel would have cost one hundred 
dollars. And yet they talk about the high cost of living! Some things are 
higher, of course, but others are not. And as some one has said, ‘If it costs 
more to live today than ever before, is it not worth the money?’ ” 

In repose Mr. Rockefeller’s face would be called homely, but when he talks 
to you, his countenance beams with animation, friendliness, appreciation, good- 
cheer —intelligence. I never met but one man who has the innate politeness 
and courtesy which John D. Rockefeller possesses, and that man is Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier. No one can meet Sir Wilfrid without thinking better of himself and 
better of humanity, and it is exactly the same with Mr. Rockefeller. Sir Wilfrid, 
however, has the handsome face of the French nobility. He is a king in demeanor. 
His raiment is royal-tailored. But Mr. Rockefeller, in golf clothes, reveals the 
man of power, with all the natural courtesy of the gentleman. 
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OHN D. ROCKEFELLER is as homely as Julius Caesar, and looks very 
| pee like him. Caesar never wore a uniform, and Plutarch says that he 
never lifted his voice high, nor did he criticize, berate nor condemn. Powerful 
men ean afford to be polite. Strong men can well afford to be modest. Mr. 
Rockefeller is not the sanctimonious, dogmatic, joyless shrimp that we see 
pictured in the comic section. The fact is that he is a persistent joker. He 
bubbles. with wit, and exudes good nature. 

In the company, when I met him, that Saturday, was a little old Scotch- 
man by the name of Sears, a neighbor of Mr. Rockefeller who drops in now 
and then to see how things are going on and discuss old times. This Scotch- 
man has a close-cropped white beard, streaked with red. Mr. Rockefeller said 
tome: “Of course you came here, Mr. Hubbard, expecting to see me, but 
you did not know you were to have the pleasure of meeting Andrew 
Carnegie!” And he waved a hand in the direction of the little hoot mon. 

With us on this occasion was Doctor Bustard who wore a pair of checked 
trousers very much the worse for wear. These trousers excited the lively 
attention of Mr. Rockefeller, who said to me, “Bustard wears ’em because he 
thinks I am very fond of checks.” 

Then ealling to Bustard, he said: “Doctor, your breeches remind me of the

story about a tramp who applied to a preacher for aid, and as proof of his 
piety pointed to the patches on the knees of his trousers. ‘This is all right,’ said 
the dominie; ‘but how about that patch on the seat of your pants?’ 

“ ‘Oh,’ said the tramp, making a quick sidestep, ‘you know I am a back- 
slider.” ” And then Mr. Rockefeller added, “You see, Mr. Hubbard, that is a 
straight Baptist joke.” 

He hit the ball a good, straight, swinging stroke, and as we walked across 
the field he continued the Baptist talk, and said: “You know, the fact is there 
are neither Baptists nor Methodists ‘now — not even Royerofters. There are 
just men and women. As you say, none of us is wholly right and none wholly 
wrong, but I believe the world is surely getting better.” Mr. Rockefeller had 
just presented one of his helpers with a “Ford,” and the man was expressing 
his gratitude. One of the men present made the very natural remark, “Mr. 
Rockefeller, why didn’t you give him an automobile?” 

The subtlety was not lost on Mr. Rockefeller, who replied without a smile, 
“Well, if the price of gasoline keeps going up as it has lately, we will all be 
riding in Fords soon!” 

The talk turned on the question of apples, and the new way they were being 
packed in boxes instead of barrels. Mr. Rockefeller recalled the days when he 
was in the commission business and every year handled thousands of barrels, 
going to Orleans County, New York, to supervise the packing. 

“T used to have to watch those farmers close, for they couldn’t get rid of the 
habit of placing the big, rosy, perfect apples on top,” he said. And then, after 
a pause, he added, “When you buy a box of apples now you know beforehand 
they will be all alike clear to the bottom.” 

Then there was another little pause, and Mr. Rockefeller concluded with a 
sly twinkle, “Well, you know The Standard Oil Company has been severely 
criticised, but no one even yet has accused of putting the best oil on top. 
Our barrels of kerosene were always alike all the way through!” And after 
an interval of absorption in the game: “I 
would like to live just fifty years longer,”

As I putted into the last hole Mr. Rockefeller reached over, picked 
out the ball, fished an envelope out of one of his pockets, put the 
ball in the envelope, and handed me over the package with a gracious 
smile and a bow, saying, “As a souvenir of a very happy occasion !” 

Doctor Bustard and I remained to play off one more hole and decide 
a tie. 

When we started off home, at a bend in the roadway we saw Mr. 
Rockefeller. He had gotten off of his bicycle and was working with 
three Italians who were distributing gravel on the road. He had a 
shovel in his hand. We stopped and he cheerily called: “I am just 
showing these boys how to distribute gravel. See this?” He took up 
a shovelful and threw it, and with a dexterous twist of his wrist 
seattered the gravel as an experienced fireman flings a shovelful of 
coal and distributes it over a large surface.

cure from them a maximum of serv- 
ice unequaled by any other man in the 
world. 10. He knows more of the min- 
utiae of living and has a greater Ca- 
pacity for detail, and yet is less sub- 
merged in detail than any other big 
business man in the world. 


OHN D. ROCKEFELLER is no 

steam-roller; he is no tyrant, either 
in his domestic relations, in business, 
in church affairs or anywhere else. 
He never puts things through over 
the heads of other people. He gives 
everybody a run for his money. 
Nothing is decided until all parties 
are heard. 

An executive has been described as 
one who decides quickly and is some- 
times right. Mr. Rockefeller does not 


decide quickly. The habit of the man , 


is gracious, gentle, suave. His voice 
is low, and while he does not talk 
very much, yet his silence contains 
no menace. Any one who meets him 
is not abashed. 

I have seen him talking to Italian 
laborers, foremen, superintendents, 
and also to men high in the financial 
world, and seemingly his manner to- 
ward each and all was the same. He 
is simple, frank and direct. He im- 
presses you as a man who has all the 
time there is. His feelings never run 
riot. He has the well-ordered mind 
that listens, considers, appreciates 
and then decides. His success in the 
business world has been no fluke. 

Mr. Rockefeller said to me, “I have 
been very fortunate in being associ- 
ated with able people.” And his genius 
is shown in his management of men. 

In his book entitled, Random Remi- 
niscences of Men and Events, Mr. 
Rockefeller lays bare his heart on va- 
rious interesting things. The book 
has a distinct literary style, and this 
style is simplicity in itself. Mr. Rocke- 
feller never talks or writes Johnson- 
ese. He speaks gently and quietly. In 
his book he tells of the men who have 
helped him most, and he pays them 
great tribute. 

Some of these were men of totally 
different temperament from himself. 
For instance, H. H. Rogers was what 
is called “a good sport.” Mr. Rocke- 
feller knew the worth of H. H. 
Rogers, and managed him by leaving 
him alone. Mr. Rockefeller gave 
Rogers an opportunity to become 
what he was. Rogers was abrupt, 
fiery, profane, with very pronounced 
ideas on a great many subjects. He 
took chances. Mr. Rockefeller is 
mathematical. Mr. Rockefeller gave 
Rogers his own way, and at the last 
always had his. 

Mr. Rockefeller has met the world 
of society on a church basis. But in 
religious affairs he is not dogmatic. 
The Baptist denomination in Amer- 
ica traces a pedigree to Roger Wil- 


‘liams of Rhode Island, and Roger 


Williams stood for liberty when the 
thing itself in America was a barren 
ideality. The Baptist denomination 
has neither pope nor bishops. Mr. 
Rockefeller is a primitive Baptist by 
prenatal tendency—a _ semi-ascetic, 
first cousin to the Quakers, Menon- 
ites and Dunkards. 

Mr. Rockefeller likes to associate 
with plain people. Tobacco, strong 
drink and the wide social swath have 
never been for him. All of his pleas- 
ures are of a very simple sort. He has 
been an expression of his times, and 
of the best in his times. He has played 
the game of business according to the 
rules laid down by the times, and as 
the times have changed so has 
changed John D. Rockefeller. 

Cosmic ankylosis has never caught 
him. His soul is not of the vintage 
of 1873, of 1883, nor 1893, nor 1903 — 
he has always been abreast of the 
times, or in the vanguard. Just now 
he is deeply interested in road-build- 
ing, tree-planting and farming. These

knows what is being done at Ames, 
Iowa; Manhattan, Kansas, and at Cor- 
nell. He himself maintains dozens 
of scholarships at various agricul- 
tural schools. He does not tell you 
this— you have to get it by cross- 
questioning. 

He never boasts of what he has 
done or what he is going to do. In 
his nature there is nothing sordid, 
selfish, mean, contemptible. He is 
not resentful. His patience under 
criticism sets him apart as a marked 
man. He does not attribute wrong 
motives to people—he looks for 
the best in everybody and every- 
thing. In his personality there is 
nothing of the parvenu. The man is 
modest, deferential, gentle, discrim- 
inating. He has a sense of values. He 
knows that the mere possession of 
wealth, of itself, makes no man great. 
And he, of all men, realizes that there 
are some things which money can not 
buy. 

He has infinite faith in the future 
of America. He knows that co-opera- 
tion means the elimination of waste. 
He knows that wealth must not be 
hoarded. He invests and reinvests, 
and thus gives work directly and in- 
directly *> millions. 

Until recent times Mr. Rockefeller 
has been a great borrower, and he has 
kept his credit absolutely untainted. 
He has never defaulted on his paper 
or on a payroll. In his book he tells 
of the proud moment when he wa} 
able to borrow at a bank two thou. 
sand dollars on his own name — this 
before he was twenty. When he was 
thirty years of age he was borrowing 
money in a way that would have stag- 
gered his creditors if they had known 
how much he was owing. However, 
he was working out a definite plan, 
and that was the organization of the 
oil business so as to reduce the cost 
of pumping, refining, transporting, 
distributing, selling and advertising. 

Mr. Rockefeller is well, sinewy and 
strong. He has cut down his food sup- 
ply to Edison’s ten ounces a day. He 
eats little meat, subsisting mostly on 
fruit, salads and milk. I noticed that 
his breakfast was usually just a baked 
apple, and nothing more. He goes to 
bed between nine and ten and is al- 
ways up before seven. He sleeps 
soundly, and no one can meet him and 
not be convinced that he enjoys life. 
His brain is active and he is hungry 
to know. He often refers to his “lack 
of education,” not realizing that in 
the broad sense he is one of the best 
educated men in the world. 

I think it is a source of great satis- 
faction to him that anyone who has 
invested money with him has made 
money. If they lost money, they did 
so by not “coming in” on his invita- 
tion. Those who lost did so by stay- 
ing out and fighting. 


{7 will not do to say that Mr. Rocke- 
feller has the brain of Sir Isaac 
Newton, Alexander Von Humboldt, 
Herbert Spencer, or Thomas A. Edi- 
son. Nevertheless, he has succeeded 
in doing what he set out to do. And he 
has kept his sanity, and moved in the 
line of evolution, without getting sub- 
merged in success. He has played the 
game and played it according to the 
rules. 

To free himself from importunity, 
he has organized a bureau to take 
care of his charities. Every applica- 
tion is referred to this bureau and in- 
vestigated. Said Mr. Rockefeller, “I 
used to give to the plausible and the 
persistent, until one day it came to 
me that this was not only unwise but 
silly. Just as if I would hire a fore- 
man because he begged to be hired! 
Now I delegate my giving to men 
whose judgment in these matters I 
consider better than my own.” And 
thus does Mr. Rockefeller make him- 
self free.

foggy or doubtful. He has his own views, 
but he does not present them dogmatic- 
ally. 

I do not see how it is possible for any 
man to achieve the success that Mr. 
Rockefeller has, and to confer on the 
world the benefits which have accrued 
from his thrift and foresight, and not be 
misunderstood by the many. To live at 
all is an offense to some, and to live 
deeply, courageously, and to express 
yourself in a myriad of ways in tangible 
form are bound to incur the displeasure 
of the people who do not live at all. This 
does not for a moment mean that Mr. 
Rockefeller is an impeccable character 
— that he is free from any taint of self- 
ishness, and that he lives in a high moral 
altitude separate and apart from the 
temptations that come to common men. 

“A surplus and a weak opposition 
would debauch an archangel,” said Sir 
John A. MacDonald. Success did not 
come to Mr. Rockefeller without a strug- 


gle; he has fought his way inch by inch. 
The white light of publicity has beaten 
upon him. Courts have done their worst 
to destroy him. Legislation, both State 
and Federal, has used him for a target. 
Yet he has gone steadily forward, from 
his seventeenth year, when he began 
business. 

He has made vast fortunes for a great 
number of individuals; he has supplied 
opportunity for countless thousands. 
Only one man in America is to be com- 
pared with him as a maker of men, and 
that man is Marshall Field.

As for wrinkles, I used to look upon 
them much as the drying of an apple skin 
foretells inevitably the passing of youth 
that can never again return. Since I have 
worked out for myself the problem of rid- 
ding myself of these check-marks of Na- 
ture’s bookkeeper, I have changed my 
mind. Like a splash of a pebble in a 
pond, the face of the water is ruffied, 
many ripples widen toward the shore and 
disappear, and the water reflects the sun 
and the blue sky again as before—it was 
just a splash, nothing more! My dear 
readers, there is little excuse now for 
the presence of wrinkles. The results of 
this formula have indeed proved this to 
be the case.
